Light burst 
Christ-like? 


NEW YORK (AP) — Some scientists interested in 
the ancient Shroud of Turin say a burst of energy like 
that scripturally associated with Christ's resurrection 
may have left the puzzling image of a human figure. 

The type of imprint, they say. seems, impossible to 
duplicate even with present-day technological knowl¬ 
edge 

A group of scientists at the Los Alamos Sceintific 
I.aboratory in New Mexico has citetfthese factors, and 
wants a chance for further tests on the shroud to try to 
resolve some of the problems about it. 

Traditionally said to be the burial shroud of Jesus, 
it is to be exhibited this fall for the first time since 1933 
Some technical investigators were allowed to examine. 
R in 1973. 

KEPT GUARDED 

They reported they were unable to date it with, 
certainty or to determine the cause of the image, 
claimed to be that of Christ It is kept guarded in a 
Roman Catholic chapel in Turin. Italy 

The Los Alamos group, working w ith other scien¬ 
tists in analysing pictures taken of the shroud, says it 
is convinced the 4.3- by 1.2-metre shroud is an authen 
tic burial cloth, woven of linen typically used in Jew 
ish burials in the Holy Land about 30 AD, approximat¬ 
ing the date of Jesus’s crucifixion 

But whether it ever covered Jesus’s body, and 
w hat produced the strange image, are questions still to 
be resolved, and the scientists are seeking permission 
for an international team to make non-'destructive 
tests to try to find some answers. 

As for the mystery of the image. Ray Rogers, a 
physical chemist of the Los Alamos design engineer 
ing division, says: *i am forced to conclude that the 
image was formed by a burst of radiant energy—light 
if you like." 

ANALOGY DRAWN 

That view squares with scriptural references to a 
shuddering and brilliance from heaven and the sin 
gular transformation of Christ at the moment of 
resurrection Easter Sunday after three days in the 
tomb. 

A statement from the Los Alamos Laboratory, 
operated by the University of California for the U S. 
energy department, says one scientific hypothesis 
• draws an analogy between the mysterious images on 
the shroud and the fact that images were formed on 
'tones by fireball radiation from the atomic bomb 
at Hiroshima 

Rogers said: “ There is really no way we can 
explain the image, but we do know it was not painted 
and it was not produced by slow healing." 

The scientists say the front and back images on 
the cloth are anatomically correct in every detail if a 
crucified man had been wrapped in it. They show a tall 
man. with-majestic countenance, his hands crossed, 
with the imprints of nails through the wrists and feet, 
the right side of the chest pierced—as was Jesus’s 
side 

Permission for tests would have to come from the 
Roman Catholic Church, which has charge of the 
relic, and from the legal owner, the deposed ex king 
Umberto of Italy, whose family acquired it in 1452. 


Secret study 
says 11 sites 
beat estuary

A confidential report for ' 
the fish and wildlife 
branch names 11 coastal 
sites that would be more 
appropriate for industrial 
development than the 
Cowichan estuary. 

But the report has been 
"locked up” since its sub 
mission to the recreation and 
conservation ministry in Jan 
uary, one of its authors, con 
suiting biologist Ted Burns of 
Victoria, said Saturday. 

Recreation and Conserva 
tion Minister Sam Bawlf was 
unavailable for comment, but 
a spokesman for the ministry 
said Saturday that "my as¬ 
sumption Is that the minister 
is studying the reports " 

The report, by Burns and 
consulting biologist Rob 
Falls, names II sites from 
the Metchosin area to Camp¬ 
bell River 

The report says three sites 
in the Cowichan Bay area 
would be suitable for indus¬ 
trial development, and that 
one in particular "seems to 
offer a good alternative for 
development in (he Cowichan 
River estuary." 

Rums said the names of 
the 11 sites should remain 
confidential because land 
owners would jack up their 
selling prices. 

A covering letter with the 
report on alternative sites 
says: "It is very important 
that the site information re 
mains as confidential as pos¬ 
sible for obvious reasons. Be 
port distribution should 
probably be al first limited to 
the (fish and wildlife) branch 
and the British Columbia De 
velopment Corporation." 

The report proposes a mor 
atorium on future and pend 
ing development at the Cowi 
chan estuary and associated 
wetlands, until the over all 
suitability of one site in par 
licular is determined 

The report lists the current 
industrial use of the site* 

A copy of the report, ti¬ 
tled Confidential For Limit 
ed Distribution Only. A Sur 
vey of Possible Coastal 
Industrial Sites on Southeast 
Vancouver Island from an 
Ecological Viewpoint, was 
obtained by The Colonist. 

Applications of five com¬ 
panies to develop or expand 
on the Cowichan River es¬ 
tuary—Doman Industries. Is¬ 
land Shake and Shingle. West¬ 
ern Energy, Hidden Valley 
Sawmills and B.C. Forest 
Products—were being pro¬ 
cessed by the environment 
ministry 

Doman s sawmill and West- 
can Terminals Ltd. already 
have industrial sites on (he 
Cowichan estuary. 

Burns said in an interview 
Saturday that the Cowichan 
estuary had become an "en¬ 
vironmental slum” and that it 
would be feasible to "clean 
the industry out of there and 
put a proper zoning boundary 
at the end of the wet forest and 
extend the boundary up to 
Cowichan Lake and the flood 
plain." 

Burns said the Cowichan 
estuary w as one of the finest 


estuaries in Canada” and that 
the provincial government 
should recognize it as such 
The estuary is a waterfowl 
sanctuary and has sport and 
commercial coho fishery es¬ 
timated at$1.5 million a Near 
Environmentalists and fish¬ 
ermen maintain that it is 
the wrong place for industri¬ 
al development. 


The report says the 11 po¬ 
tential industrial sites, if de¬ 
veloped, would result in min¬ 
imal ecological loss in terms 
of wildlife habitat and re¬ 
source value.

Two.btiidred years ago this coming Wednesday, 
two small sailing skips hose to in Nootka Sound lor a 
brief visit la effect some repairs before they attempt¬ 
ed te find (be fabled Northwest Passage. 

They were the Resolution and Discovery, under 
the command of Copula James Cook, and the visit, 
although seemingly of little importance at the time to 
the crews—who placed more value on the "paradise” 
af the South Seas—was crucial la leading to Britain’s 
claim to the Whst Coast of North America. Including 
all of what Is now British Columbia. 

The two craft, smaller than many plrasurr yachts 
on the seas tydav. left after the crewmen spent a 
month repairing the masts and recaulking the hulls— 
and in their spare tlmr trading metal and trinkets for 
sea otter furs and fraternizing with the Nuolka In¬ 
dians. 

The value of the furs wasn’t realized until the 
vessels reached China nearly a year later, hut the visit 
laid the foundation lor generations of traders to come 
to what Is now B.C.. and later for the permanent 
settlement af Vancouver Island.

Moro, president of Italy's 
dominant Christian Demo 
crat party, was kidnapped 
March )6 in an ambush in 
Rome in which his five body 
guards were killed. 

The Red Brigades said in 
the new communique they 
hold Moro responsible for 
heading Christian Democrat 
ic governments serving "im 
penalisin'* and pursuing 
anti proletarian” policies. 


‘Urgent consultations’ with Carter on Sadat agenda 


CAIRO (AP) — President Anwar 
Sadat will have "urgent consultations 
with U S. President Carter concerning 
Israeli Prime Minister Menachem 
Begin s trip to Washington. Egypt’s 
.semi-official Al Ahram newspaper re¬ 
ported Saturday 

U S. Ambassador Herman Kilts, al 
Carter's instructions, met with Sadat on 
Saturday to brief him on the Begin 
Carter talks. He told reporters he was 
not in a position to say whether Sadat 
and Carter would meet personally or 
exchange messages. 


Carter leaves Tuesday on a trip to 
Latin America and Africa, with African 
stops tentatively set for Nigeria and 
Liberia but not Egypt. 

In their talks Tuesday and Wednes 
day. Begin and Carter failed to resolve 
major differences, including Begin’sde 
termination to hold onto the West Bank 
of the Jordan River, .conquered by Isra¬ 
el in the Six-Day War of 1967. 

Sadat called Egypt's National Securi¬ 
ty Council into session Saturday but 
refused to comment after the meet 
ing. 


Foreign Minister Mohmed Ibrahim 
Kamel told reporters Egypt would not 
"close the door" on a peaceful solution 
to the Middle East convict but would 
carefully watch Israeli policy regarding 
occupied Arab territory.

"Responsibil¬ 
ity for the deterioration of the 
relations between our two 
countries does not lie with 
the Chinese side. China is the 
victim." 

The note dealt mainly with 
Kino-Soviet frontier - disputes 
that led to sporadic clashes 
beginning in the 1960s 

Hsinhua says the note de¬ 
clared that China has fol¬ 
lowed an understanding 
reached at summit talks in 
Peking in I960 on developing 
normal relations and bilater¬ 
al boundary talks but Mo 
scam has not. 

It reports the note said: 
"The Soviet side not only is 
unwilling to implement the 
understanding ... it even 
denies the existence of the un 
drrslanding itself. As a re¬ 
sult. the boundary negotia¬ 
tions remain fruitless to this 
day." 

Hsinhua says the note dr 
manded the withdrawal of

"Yes, that’s what he keeps 
saying and that's what he 
wants to do; the more power 
to him if he can do it/' said 
his 36-year-old wife and 
trucking partner, Judy, who 
injured three vertebrae In the 
wreck north of Kokomo, Ind., 
Jan. 16. 

Harding, who left Los An¬ 
geles Orthopedic Hospital 
this weekend to return to his 
home in suburban Anaheim. 
Calif., will go back to work 
for Global Van Lines—initial¬ 
ly as a dispatcher. He said he 
will be fitted for artificial 
legs in three months and 
began therapy to learn to 
walk again. 

"Four months from now I'll 
be walking." he said, adding: 
"I wouldn't start driving until 
1 was perfectly sure the new 
legs were exactly the way 
they were supposed to be ” 
Harding was driving for 
Global, carrying a load of 
computers, when the car 
driven by Sara Hdnter, 26, of 
Peru. Ind., crossed the centre 
divider while she was taking 
daughters Patricia, S, and 
Jennifer, 3, to a doctor. 

When Harding saw the car. 
he turned his steering wheel 
hard to the right, causing the 
truck to hop a ditch, drive 
across a field and finally flip 
over He jumped out of the 
truck as it fell and lost his 
legs when the trailer dragged 
across them. 

The car also left the road 
and ultimately hit the truck. 


but the impact was far less 
than if it had been a head-on 
collision. Jennifer suffered a 
few minor cuts, Patricia's 
arm was broken in two places 
and Mrs. Hunter had frac¬ 
tured ribs and a concussion 
Harding recalled the visit 
he received from the chil¬ 
dren's 19-year-old grandfa 
ther.

Police said it posed no danger to 
Maupin's 60 residents 

Railroad officials took extra precautions even though 
the cars were reported to be empty. One tank rolled onto its

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Language push 

Make both French and English 
must for degree—commissioner 


OTTAWA (UP!) — Canadian students 
should have to demonstrate some knowl 
edge of both English and French to graduate 
from university with an arts degree. Official 
Languages Commissioner Maxwell Yalden 
says. 

The lack of students gaining a knowledge 
of the second official language makes It un 
likely the government can abandon Its own 
language training programs In 198) as pro 
posed, Yalden said In an Interview to be 
shown today op CTV television 

"The presuthption on which they base the 
new policy for 198) is that young peo 
pie will be emerging from the schools and 
universities in sufficient numbers to staff, 
along with people In the public service al¬ 
ready. whatever number of bilingual post 
lions they have,” he said 

Yalden. In his first year of monitoring 
bilingualism, termed that view "almost a 
foolish assumption." 

. “We know that the number of people 
studying French is declining, not going up." 
Yalden said. “And we know furthermore 
that French Is not an obligatory subject In 


our universities, either for entrance or for 
graduation." 

The situation for learning English In 
French-speaking schools was no belter, he 
said. 

Yalden said there seemed to be Improve 
ment at the elementary school level where 
there Is more immersion teaching and even 
in secondary schools where there is mount 
ing pressure for making some subjects, 
including French, obligatory. 

However, the language commissioner said 
universities were mostly interested In in 
creasing enrolments 

"You ought not to be able to graduate 
without having some competence in both 
English and French," he said. "If we're 
talking about the arts and general courses 
of that sort, at the very least it should be an 
exit requirement ." 

This shortage of students qualified to work 
In both languages means the government 
must continue some form of language train 
ing. although not the "scattergun approach" 
used by federal schools to fill 90.000 bilingual 
Jobs, lie said

“Undoubtedly the expert 
rnce in the coal strike will not 
rncourage industry to move 
as rapidly toward coal as we 
desired in the national energy 
plan."

"Nonetheless, we must 
solve these longer-term prob¬ 
lems of productivity and sta¬ 
bility in the coalfields be¬ 
cause ultimately we have no 
alternative, no satisfactory 
alternative, but to move in¬ 
creasingly towards coal." 


Experts said coal could 

begin moving within a week 
and shipments were expected 
lo be back to normal early 
next month. 

Miller's power as head of 
the UMW was scarred, and 
some members have filed pe¬ 
titions for his recall. 

The new contract provides 
a 31 per cent pay hike from 
97.80 to 910.20 an hour over

A matter 

of guarding castles 

THERE IS NOTHING more likely to get any 
neighborhood's residents out of their armchairs 
and into the political fray than threats, real or 
imagined, to their homes or children 

It is that gut response which in the end 
defeated the plan for an industrial park at Royal 
Oak. That is the way a clear majority of 
people who live there felt about it — so killing the 
project was the right thing for Saanich council to 
do. 

Industrial development proposals in or 
around where people live are recurring and are 
usually emotional issues which municipal coun 
cils must constantly face. Sometimes homeown 
ers can be blatantly selfish in their opposition, 
but councils must always remember residents 
believe their lifestyle is at stake, in some cases a 
way of life people have worked years to achieve. 
For planners and aldermen, it is just a zoning 
decision in the end. 

The plan for industrial zoning at Glanford 
and Vanalman was a major issue, a scheme 
involving 128 acres. In economic terms, Saanich 
could benefit from more industrial development 
through taxes and Saanich residents could gain 
through more job opportunities. There were 
points to be made each way, the subject was 
thoroughly aired, the public had every opportu 
nity to join in, the debate was democratic and the 
decision a close one. What more can we ask of 
our governmental system? 

The rational influence of Mayor Mel Couve 
tier showed here. He is working hard, displaying 
tact and paying attention to democratic rights. 

Now he says the onus is on him to produce 
the needed industrial land elsewhere In the 
community and he ihtends doing that without 
delay. That is the sort of straightforward state¬ 
ment that's both rare and appreciated. 

Long and short 

ARE PEOPLE who work 12-hour shifts better off 
in almost every way? A study of how the longer 
work-shift is turning out for Saanich and Oak 
Bay policemen suggests this — but we wonder. 

Dr. Bart Cunningham, a professor at the 
University of Victoria, concludes, after an 18- 
month review, that these policemen are more 
efficient at their work, take less sick time, work 
less overtime and are happier in their jobs. 

The subject becomes the public’s business 
when the long shift involves people in essential 
services, like policemen and nurses We are all 
paying. Are we getting value? 

Dr. Cunningham was able to measure sick 
time and overtime precisely, of course. Efficien¬ 
cy and job satisfaction are much more difficult 
to pinpoint. And they can change. 

Those favoring the 12-hour shift emphasize 
the greater work efficiency it permits, the better 
opportunity to follow through or complete tasks, 
improved continuity and such grand phrases. All 
very sensible, it seems. 

* But surely the most significant aspect of 
the long shift is that it takes people from the 
traditional five-day work week to basically a 
three-day work week. That would be a traumatic 
change in lifestyle for most of us. 

Imagine! A three-day work week! It sounds 
great, particularly to people who don’t like their 
job. Four days off instead of two each week 
— and the same money. 

But, as anyone on it will tell you, it's hardly 
that simple. What would working from 7 a m. to 7 
p.m. do to your family life? How would it affect 
your relationship with wife or husband, your 
children? How would it affect something as basic 
as eating habits? How tired would it leave you 
when the extra time off arrives? These are 
questions people on the long shift have to settle 
for themselves. > 

The public can reasonably ask: how efficient 
is a policeman or a nurse in an emergency 
situation which arises after 11 hours at work, in 
contrast to seven hours on the job? 

Of course the long work shift is something 
which should be thoroughly tried. Dr. Cunningh¬ 
am notes that it is only one way of trying lo 
improve an organization's productivity and job 
satisfaction. Time will tell us more.

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The lessons of Jesus matter, 
not the question of divinity

Many people who do not believe 
Jesus was divine attend Christian ser 
vires without feeling guilty of hyporri 
sy. They venerate not a Son of God but a 
Jewish philosopher whose doctrines 
have conditioned the political policies of 
the world's most civilized, scientific and 
prosperous nations for almost 2.000 
years. 

Whether Jesus miraculously was 
bom of a virgin, at the behest of a God 
who looks like a man. matters little lo 
those reflective folk. What counts with 
them is the way of-life arising from the 
teachings of Jesus, the only way. other 
than the way of the Jews, that is free 
from barbarism and despotism. Wher 
ever national leaders lack education in 
the rubrics of Christianity and Judaism 
their followers suffer poverty, cruelty 
and tyranny. 

Within the Christian way of life, pov 
erty. cruelty and tyranny also wreak 
havoc, and these evils are most calami 
lous where belief in the divinity of Jesus 
is strongest. The more ardent the claim 
that Jesus was super natural the more 
bigoted are the rituals in which He is 
honored. In Belfast, Celtic kinsmen spill 
each other's blood during donnybrooks 
over the degree of divinity inherent in a 
single clergyman. Their arguments are 


no less absurd than those of two hca 
thens club-swinging In the jungle over 
the issue of whelher the evil eyes of 
their idols should be presented by such 
white magic talismans as beer bottle 
tops or trouser buttons. In the very 
sectarianism of the Christians who af 
firm that Jesus was sacred lie senti 
ments close to idolatry. 

And this is why politicians, trying to 
be all things to all men. have dis 
couraged the leaching of Christian reli 
gion in Western schools. Schismatic 
sanctimoniousness caused too much 
trouble. As a consequence our children 
are losing touch with the tenets for 
which Jesus died, the virtues He ac 
quired from his Jewish ancestors of 
wisdom, justice, chastity, charity, hon¬ 
esty. temperance, fortitude and valor 

The plague of juvenile delinquent 
now raging throughout Christendom 
may be traced to the fear of education 
authorities to distinguish between the 
religious' and the social significance of 
the Crucifixion, a fear arising from the 
possible loss of the mystics’ vote. 

We should return to the teaching of 
Christianity In our schools, not as a 
form of religion but as a standard of 
morality laid down by the greatest man 
that ever lived.

The alterna 
lives, unfortunately, are a 
drain on Canadian dollar re¬ 
serves. and are, therefore, 
"unpatriotic " 

A few years ago. the Cana 
dian government was ap 
proached by leading mem¬ 
bers of the community on the 
Turks and Caicos Islands, in 
quiring about the possibility 
of joining Canada The an¬ 
swer was negative. Rumor 
has it that the inquiry was 
recently repeated Perhaps 
the time has now come to 
respond favorably . 

The Turks and Caicos Is 
lands are a crown colony , of 
which Britain is gladly will 
ing to divest herself. They are 
part of the British West 
indies, at the south-eastern 
end of the Bahamas, between 
the 21sl and 22nd latitudes 
north, about the same as the 
Hawaiian Islands Of a group 
of 20 islands, comprising 186 
square miles, six are Inhabit¬ 
ed The total population is 
slightly over 8,000. mostly of 
African or mixed ancestry 

The mean annual tempera¬ 
ture is 30°C (85* fahrenheit). 
Annual rainfall is about the 
same as Victoria's. 710mm 
(28 inches) The main exports 
are salt and crayfish, which 
resemble small lobsters. The 
total value of exports 
amounts to $ 200,000 approxi 
mately. 

Historically, the adminis 
tration of the Islands was. 
and still Is, haphazard. In 
1678 they were visited by Ber 
mudians. who began to devel 
op the salt industry. In 17M 
the islands were given repre 
vernation in the assembly of 
the Bahamas. On petition of 
the inhabitants in 1878. the Is¬ 


lands were annexed to Ja¬ 
maica. During an eight-year 
period. 1965-1673. the gover¬ 
nor of the Bahamas also go¬ 
verned the Turks and Caicos 
Islands, but when the Baha 
mas became independent in 
1973. this arrangement ended 
and a state council under a 
British government was 
charged with the administra¬ 
tion of the crown colony. The 
Cniled States has maintained 
a guided missile tracking sta 
lion on Grand Turk Island 
since 1952 

Tourism is negligible — 
mainly because American in¬ 
terests have concentrated on 
the nearby Bahamas. Visi 
tors to the Turks and Caicos 
report splendid beaches and 
friendly, industrious inhabi 
tants. They have their own 
scheduled airline. Air Turks 
and Caicos, flying 10-seater 
planes, connecting the is¬ 
lands and reaching as far as 
Haiti. 

No one could accuse Cana 
da of "imperialism" and 
"expansionism" should the 
Parliament of Canada agree 
lo add a miniscule cluster of 
islands lo our other Atlantic 
possessions Nova Scotia, 
which already claims remote 
offshore islets, could easily 
administer the Turks and 
Caicos and their 6.000 Inhabi 
tants. The scope for Canadian 
tourist facilities Is grandiose 
Possibilities for utilizing the 
tropical climate are vast. 

The availability of an op 
lion which would permit Ca¬ 
nadians to vacation in the 
tropics and Spend their 
money at home at the same 
time deserves most careful 
attention. Eventually, some 
of our foreign-currency im¬ 
ports of tropical producr 
could also be reduced. If the 
government of Canada can 
not be bothered — perhaps, 
with sufficient Interest from 
the Canadian people the fea 
sibility of letting the Turks 
and Caicos Islands Join us 
could at least be properly in 
vesrigated 


The two giants of the fur 
trade in Canada — the North 
west Co. and Hudson's Bay 
Co. — were merged 157 years 
ago today — in 1821 — under 
the name of the Hudson's Bay 
Co. 

The companies, separately 
and later as one firm, ruled 
an empire that covered al¬ 
most all of Canada and ex¬ 
tended into what now are the 
states of Washington. Oregon 
and Alaska.

vants have been extraordi¬ 
narily successful In protect¬ 
ing themselves against the 
economic troubles which 
have beset the rest of the 
community. 

Because regular salary In¬ 
crements are part of their 
contract, they have been 
much less affected than most 
employees by the restrictions 
of the government's prices- 
and-incomes policy. And they 
enjoy inflation-proof pensions 
— pensions which go up auto¬ 
matically with the cost of liv¬ 
ing; a tremendous benefit, 
which few private firms 
could afford and none could 
guarantee 

The politicians have pro¬ 
mised. time after time, elec¬ 
tion after election, to reduce 
this monstrous — and mon 
strously expensive — army of 
bureaucrats; but year after 
year, irrespective of the 
party in power, it continues to 
grow 

It sucks in young people, at 
every academic level, who 
might otherwise be going into 
productive industry or pro¬ 
fessional practice. Recruits 
to the civil service are not the 
most adventurous, but they 
are often among the most 
able of their generation. 

There is no mystery about 
why this happens. In military 
regimes, like those of Latin 
America-, able and ambitious 
young men join the army. In 
a free enterprise society, like 
(he United States in earlier 
days, able and ambitious 
young men seek the rewards 
of free enterprise in a coun 
try where the power and pat 
ronage of central govern¬ 
ment are visibly Increasing, 
compared with any other in 
stitutlon. able and ambitious 
young men will attach them 
selves to central government 


Civil servants therefore be-^ 
come both more numerous 
and more Influential. Natu¬ 
rally enough, and without any 
conscious Impropriety or 
selfishness, they secure good 
— and progressively better — 
conditions of service for 
themselves. This in turn at¬ 
tracts an even greater pro¬ 
portion of able and ambitious 
young people. 

The effect, however, Is not, 
as it might be In other over¬ 
crowded professions, to keep 
salaries down. Government 
employees are Immune to the 
laws of the market; their sa¬ 
laries come, not from a com¬ 
mercial enterprise which has 
to earn the money and could 
go bankrupt, but from the 
bottomless pocket of the tax¬ 
payer or from the Treasury 
printing press. 

Nor do they feel under¬ 
worked or overpaid On the 
contrary, as the bureaucratic 
army grows it spawns more 
and more paperwork, more 
need for additional civil ser¬ 
vants, who readily convince 
themselves that what they 
are doing is vital In the public 
interest. They Indignantly 
rebut complaints with the ar¬ 
gument that they are merely 
carrying out the wishes of the 
government and therefore of 
the electorate. 

There Is some truth in this 
argument. All the promises 
and policies of the Welfare 
Slate and of big government 
require more civil servants to 
implement them and more of 
the taxpayers' money lo pay 
for them 

In Britain now. every pro¬ 
ductive worker is having to 
support nearly to other peo¬ 
ple, including children, pen¬ 
sioners and civil servants. 
The Department of Health 
and Social Security alonoem 
ploys about a twentieth of the 
nation's total workforce.

IN A COlPtA. of werk* time 1 havr a luncheon 
appointment with Max Yalden. official language* 
commissioner for Canada. Judging from statements 
made by Max Yalden in Ottawa earlier this week, it is 
not unreasonable to assume we will not see eye to eye 
and. in fact, we might have difficulty getting past the 
soup or salad course without violent disagreement 

Mr. Yalden is less than enthusiastic with the 
federal civil service because of that body's failure to 
completely Implement the Official Languages Act. He 
ranted about the failure to serve Canadians in their 
mother (French) tongue. 

“Despite undoubted good will and considerable 
effort we are obliged to report that the.Commons staff 
continue to grapple with elementary shortcomings in 
their capacity to provide equal Service to both Ian 
guage groups.” 

He says he has had numerous complaints about 
lack of French language services in post offices and 
Air Canada ticket counters. In this regard. Max 
Yalden operates under the same Illegal set of rules 
that the government of Canada operates — the Official 
languages Act. An act that completely defies the 
British North America Act and which has been the 
catalyst for so much unrest in all of Canada 

Once again, let me set the record straight as to 
lust what rights are guaranteed the French language 
under the BN A Act. Section 133 is the operative section 
— I quote 

"HITHER the English or the French language 
MAY be used by any person in the debates of the House 
of Parliament of Canada and the Houses of the 
Legislature of Quebec: and both those languages 
SHALL be used in the respective records and journals 
of those Houses: and either of those languages MAYbe 
used by any person or in any pleading or process In or 
issuing from any court of Canada established under 
this Act and in or from all or anv of the courts of 
Quebec.” 

That's it. There is absolutely no mention made of 
any law providing for the use of the French language 
in the post office, in Air Canada offices or, for that 
matter, in any part of the civil service. Yet Canada has 
spent millions of dollars promoting a bilingual policy 
that has been, to be charitable, an abysmal failure 
Yalden flies in the face of strong criticism of the 
Official Languages Act — criticism from every part of 
Canada outside Quebec Keith Spicer, who proceeded 
Yalden as the official languages commissioner, is on 
record as stating the program had produced little at a 
cost of hundreds of millions of dollars. 

Public Service bilingualism is described by Yal 
den as being at a snail's pace He resents this, w hereas 
he should have long ago realised there is no basis in 
legal law for bilingualism within the civil service 

Yalden says that high schools and universities 
were still largely ignoring the teaching of a second 
(meaning French) language and while this may or 
may not be true. Yalden should know those learning 
institutions are under no obligation to make such 
teaching mandatory 

it should be an interesting lunch with Max Yalden 
early in April I’m sure it won t be quiet, dull or 
couched in any great degree of unanimity

Help asked in locating Gustav 


I am writing to you in the 
hope that you will print the 
following regarding the miss 
mg fishing vessel "Gustav 
The M.V. "Guslav"'was 
last seen leaving Ihe harbor 
of Prince Rupert on the 
morning of Nov. 10. 1977 
There were four persons 
aboard — the Master. John 
Trail (231. his brother David 
Trail (29). David’s wife 
Wendy Trail <261 and Mary 
Ann Grubb (20L 
The vessel was enroute to 
Victoria. Ihe probable route 
being via Ihe Inside Passage, 
across Queen Charlotte 
Sound and down the West 
Coast of Vancouver Island, 
where It was the Intent of the 
Master to winter fish before 
returning to Victoria. His es¬ 
timated date of arrival at 
Victoria was Nov 25. The 
vessel was reported to be 
"well battened down and 
trim in the water" by the last 
person kown to have seen it 
It was carrying 8 tons of ice 
as ballast 


An intensive and lengthy 
search by air and sea has 
failed to turn up any clue 
regarding Ihe disappearance 
of the vessel or the four peu 
pie aboard A land check of 
towns and harbors has failed 
to locate anyone who remem 
bers seeing the vessel or its 
occupants after it left Prince 
Rupert on the morning of 
Nov. to. No debris, no oil slick 
and no bodies (lave been re 
ported to give * clue as to the 
area where this vessel may 
have met with disaster. 

We. the parents of the Trail 
boys, along with the parents 
of Wendy and Mary Ann. 
would be most grateful for 
any information that might 
heip to solve the mystery. 
The following is a description 
of the vessel: 

The M.V "Gustav" is a 
West Coast (roller. 53 feel 
long over all. It is an oldpr 
type boat with wooden hull 
gnd wheelhouse. painted 
white. and has an aluminum 
mast and trolling poles 
There is a green plexiglass 


windshield on the forward 
part of the upper bridge 

It carries a new catama 
ran-lype Livingstone life 
boat, white fiberglass with 
blue interior and bottom and 
equipped with a 3 h.p. Seagull 
outboard motor and survival 
gear Reg No. UK23971 It 
also carries a 6-man life raft 
of the type that inflates on 
impact with the water. 

The vessel was registered 
in Vancouver. British Regis 
try No. 176505. and Canadian 
Fishing Licence No. 4910 

Did anyone see this vessel 
after Nov. to? Did anyone 
talk to these people before 
they left Prince Rupert? Has 
anyone spoken to this vessel 
via radio/telcphone? Their 
call letters were VXXQ 

Has anyone picked up any 
orange halibut floats marked 
with a “G" and a number, 
that could be one of the 20 the 
vessel was known to be car 
rying? 

tlid anyone spot wreckage 
or debris lhat may not have 


been reported" It iy assumed 
ihal a wooden boat of this size 
and carrying so milch float 
able gear, would leave con 
siderable debris if it capsized 
or sank 

It is our hope that, as the 
fishing fleet goes out this 
spring, the fishermen will 
keep an eye out for any clues 
that might help us solve the 
mystery of the total disap 
perance of the "Gustav” and 
our young people. We also 
hope that American fisher 
men will be alerted to report 
any vessel of the above de 
scription. or any lifeboat or 
raft that may have drifted to 
American waters.

Monal levels 

Your editorial, based upon a conservative, status-quo 
ideology, completely ignored the historical Injustices to 
which native Indians have been subjected by their “Ca¬ 
nadian" conquerors 

The editorial also ignored the fart that other inslitu 
lions, such as the University of B.C.. and the provincial 
government itaelf, with the approval of the Human Rights 
Commission, have discriminated in favor of native Indians 
so that society might take a first step towards correcting an 
historical wrong 

The education of Canada's Indians is a national dis 
grace. No other group in our society has suffered more be 
cause of the inadequacies of our education system — a 
system which has always favored the advantaged 

Your editorial makes the statement that we should 
hire our teachers on the basis of merit." Who would 
disagree? 

But the teachers who obtain the qualifications and Ihe 
training are those who are lucky enough to get the op 
portunity to do so 

There is nothing wrong with Indian talent But there 
is an inexcusable gap in the opportunities Indians have to 
obtain the training to develop their talenl 

The Human Rights Code recognizes that certain groups 
in our society, based upon sex, race, age or other factors, 
have been discriminated against. The code makes provision 
for "affirmative actions" so that historical injustices may 
be counteracted 

Unless we set up the rules to fnvor those who have been 
discriminated against, the discriminated will continue 
to be discriminated against. 


Your editorial goes on to say that. "If trustee Young is 
actually talking about prejudice, a hiring policy preju¬ 
diced against Indians or anyone else, let’s hear the 
details." 

Well, here's one detail, among others, that your ill- 
informed editorial writer ignored 

To be prejudiced is to "pre-judge" a situation. There is 
xmple evidence, backed up by research, that the children 
of many minority, or ethnic, or foreign-language groups 
fare badly in the schools simply because we make pre- 
judgments about them 

Success or failure at school thus becomes a self-fulfill¬ 
ing prophesy 

So few Indian children ever graduate from high school 

- less than Id per cent of them — that we simply judge most 
of them as being incapable of doing so. We then proceed to 
leach them accordingly. We teach them in the expectation 
that almost all of them will drop Out or fail. And. of 
course, this is precisely what happens. 

The pre judging, the prejudice, against Indians is alive 
and well in almost all our schools. Just like it is in the 
wider society. 

We don't treat Indians equally when we treat them 
like everyone else. Rather, the way to treat Indians 
equally — or treat anyone else equally for that matter 

— is to provide them with equal opportunities. 

And it takes a particularly myopic editorial writer not to 
see that herding Indians in uneconomic and isolated re¬ 
serves, away from the mainstream of Canadian life, has 
not provided Indians with the kind of opportunities that 
most of us enjoy as a matter of course. 

And the ruling majority of the Victoria school board 
was equally myopic in rejecting the opportunity to allow a 
few Indians to'work at various levels in the Victoria pub¬ 
lic school system.

Economic development commissioner Barry Mayhew 
started his task of attracting business lo this rpgion 
last November His budget for the first year of operation is 
S6MM. Half of that is funded by the provincial goqrrnmem 
the other half by the four core municipalities 

There are no indications that either of the eontribotors 
will withdraw support next year, but still, the possibility of 
regional funding should be explored. 

And now a word about the budget with which Mayhew is 
expected to cure some of Greater Victoria's economic ills. 

H's like trying to buy a Cadillac with a budget (hat 
permits the purchase of an aging Volkswagen 


True, it s a start and had the budget been any bigger, 
some of the core municipalities might not have supported 
the idea. 

But sooner or later, whoever funds the commission must 
realize that the commissioner's full potential can't be 
achieved if he hasn't got the tools with which to work. And 
the most important tool is money 

Mayhew must have the funds to travel to other parts of 


Canada to negotiate with prospective businesses and entice 
Ihem to locate here 

He must be able to place ads in various publications, buy 
someone the odd lunch. But 963.000 isn't going to get him 
very far. considering that out of that his own salary and that 
of a secretary is paid. 

Having established the office of the commissioner, it 
makes good economic sense to fund him properly. Consider 

It takes a capital investment of $55,000 to create one new 
job. That's the national average. Figures vary regionally 
and with different industries. The capital investment is. for 
instance, a lot higher to create a job in the pulp and pappr 
industry 


But applying the national average of $55,000. the follow 
Ing computation is entirely possible 

If Mayhew can through direct involvement create 15 
new jobs in Greater Victoria a year, he will have generated 
a capital investment of lhree«uarters of a million dollarv 
Then the multiplier effect came into force. It is estimaf 
ed that every new job creates an additional two in the 
service industry. 

Even if Mayhew's budget were increased to $100,000 a 
year, we'd still be getting a good deal, considering tha> 
this $100,000 could generate capital investment of more than 
seven times that amount and create 45 jobs. 

True, there’s no assurance that May hew will be able to 
create 15 new jobs a year, and he's the first one to point thai 
nut, but the whole idea of establishing the commission and 
hiring him was based on the conviction that it could be done 


To do his job properly, Mayhew needs another staff 
member. He has a secretary, but he needs a statistician who 
can look after the large volume of work that is coming into 
Ihe commission's office. Mayhew himself. I think, shouldn't 
spend so much time in the office. 

He should be out hustling businesses. No matter how- 
slim the chances of getting Sun Life to locate in Victoria. 
Mayhew should have been in Quebec months ago selling 
Victoria. 

Right now. however, it's difficult for him. because he s 
got to do all the paperwork himself. 

So, in addition to the rattle, the pacifier and. maybe the 
bigger playpen for Campbell, how about another $25,000 for 
Mayhew. so he can really do Ihe job we want him to do?

Hydro offers to lease big ranch 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - 
On the street it's called 
"Angel Dust" and can calm 
enraged elephants, hut its use 
by young Americans can 
drive them to murder and 
sell-mutilation, according to 
Sen. Lloyd Bentsen, Texas 
Democrat. 

Bentsen described the drug 
phencyclidine here as he in¬ 
troduced legislation to make 
its manufacture more diffi¬ 
cult. 

He said the drug, also 
known as PCP, was "the 
most dangerous illicit drug in 
use today." 

"The drug can kill or crip¬ 
ple a mind," he said. "For 
the price of a school lunch, an 
eighth grade student can lit¬ 
erally blow hit mind—possi¬ 
bly forever.” 

Bentsen told his Senate col¬ 
leagues of several cases from 
the files of the Lot Angeles 
Police Department: 

• A young man under the 
Influence of PCP "pulled out 
his own teeth with pliers." 

• Another youth gouged 
nut his own eyes "to avoid 
seeing grotesque visions." 

• A third "drank rat poison 


to kill the rodents he believed 
had Infested hit body." 

• A teenager under PCP 
caused hallucinations ahot 
and killed both hla mother 
and father. 

Bentsen cited a report by 
the National Institute for 
Drug Abuse that more than a 
million young people under 
the age of 18 admitted using 
PCP. He added that another 
report by the Drug Enforce 
ment Administration said the 
average age of persons ad¬ 
mitted to hospital emergency 
rooms because of PCP use 
was only II. 

Bentsen said his bill would 
make the drug harder to get 
by requiring positive identifl- 
cstion of persons buying a 
key Ingredient needed to 
manufacture it. The major 
legitimate use of the ingre¬ 
dient. he said, was for curing 
rubber. 

The legislation would In¬ 
crease the penalty for traf¬ 
ficking in PCP from the cur¬ 
rent five years in prison and a 
fine of (11,000 to 10 years and 
$100,000. 

Bentsen said PCP was orig¬ 
inally developed as a tran¬ 
quilizer for large animals 


such as elephants, but its ille¬ 
gal use had grown rapidly. 
Between 1078 and 1(77. he 
said, the number of doses

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Japanese buy imports 
but not just on whim

TOKYO — Amertcin hw>i. 
nessmen who want a slgni 
ficnt share of the Japanese 
market cannot rely solely on, 
the Japanese people's taste 
for Imported goods. 

That Is the advice of Mlcbl- 
hiro Nlshida. executive vice- 
president of Honda MotorCo 

Some Japanese, he said In 
an interview, will buy import¬ 
ed products whatever the 
price because custom here 
dictates that guests be served 
(‘spenslve things. He likes 
suntory, a Japanese whisky. 
Nishida said, adding: 

"But when a guest comes. I 
serve Scotch, not because It 
tastes good but because it 
costs more than S80 It is 
foreign." 

The problem for foreigners 
wanting a larger share of the 
Japanese market, he went on. 
is that only a relatively small 
number of Japanese can af¬ 
ford expensive Imports — a 
Ford Pinto costs more than 
Itl.OOO. 

Nishida advised Americans 
to study the Japanese people. 

' find out what their prefer 
cnees are, then manufacture 
that kind of product." 


He said he was speaking 
frankly "In the hope of help 
ing to promote more imports 
Into Japan." 


For their part, he said, 
Honda and other Japanese 
firms that sell In the United 
Slates must do more to help 
the American economy. Such 
an effort is needed, he added, 
to reduce trade friction be 
tween the two countries 


"The policy which has been 
followed by Americans and 
Europeans here has not been 
a mistake,” he said. “Their 
products may be expensive 
but they have a luxury value. 
They are hard to buy. There¬ 
fore. a special class of peo¬ 
ple want them.

Nishida cited the example 
of the Ford Motor Co., whose 
products Honda sells through

products ." 

Nishida acknowledged that 
the cost of establishing an¬ 
other distribution system 
would be staggering. Setting 
up a single showroom would 
cost from t2 mlllln 'to $3.3 
million. To cover the whole 
country, with expectation of 
selling 10.000 cars, the cost 
could be 1300 million or more 


Even then, ‘‘there Is no 
guarantee that cars would be 
sold." Nishida said.

The cars must be adjusted 
to meet Japanese standards.

Curtiss-Wright ‘tail’ 
seeks more power 


NEW YORK (Reuter) — 
The Curtiss-Wright Corpora¬ 
tion unveiled plans this past 
week to become the tail that 
wags the corporate dog. 

Curtiss-Wright, with an¬ 
nual sales of $310 million, has 
recently acquired 9.9 per cent 
of the shares In Kennecott 
Copper Corp.. with annual 
sales of about $2 billion. 

Curtiss-Wright. a maker of 
aerospace and nuclear plant 
products, said it will nomi¬ 
nate a new Kennecott board 
of directors who would agree 
to sell off Carborundum Co., 
which Kennecott last year 
bought for $567 million, and 
distribute the proceeds to 
KennecoU shareholders. 

The Kennecott purchase 
generated considerable con¬ 
troversy because many 
shareholders believed the 
copper company was paying 
too much for Carborundum, a 
maker of abrasives. 

Kennecott financed the 
purchase with money it re¬ 
ceived from the govemment- 
. ordered sale of its Peabody 
Coal subsidiary for $1.2 
billion. 

Kennecott said Thursday 
die company will solicit prox¬ 
ies (shareholder votes) for 
the Kennecott annual meet¬ 
ing on May 2 to fight Curtiss- 
Wright. 

Kennecott already has 
gone to court in an effort to 


block any Curtiss-Wright 
move to take over the board 
of directors.

Meet Marvin, 
No.l windbag 


MINNEAPOLIS (UPI) — 
Marvin Eakman holds the 
record for the world's Ion 
gest pollticial speech and now 
hopes to establish a record 
for the longest letter to the 
editor. 

He's the kind of politician 
who gets a lot of attention but 
never wins an election. For 
him. windmills are made for 
fighting and obscure issues 
are ammunition. 

The latest venture for the 
32 year-old insulation sales¬ 
man Is a suit filed several 
days ago In U.S. district 
court, claiming that for eight 
hours Minnesota had three 
senators. Because of this 
overcrowding, he has called 
upon Governor Rudy Perplch 
lo call a special election or 
make a new appointment 

Eakman claimed that Vice 
President Walter Mondale re 
signed "at the beginning of 
business" on Dec. 20. 1976 
Perpich's appointment of 
Governor Wendell Anderson, 
who resigned to take the Mon 
dale seat, was effective al 
midnight Dec. 30. 

Since the business day 
starts at 8 am. Eakman 
claimed. Minnesota had 
three senators for eight 
hours—Mondale, Anderson 


and Senator Hubert 
Humphrey. 

A hearing was set for May 
12. but it was believed he 
would fare little better than 
in his unsuccessful races for 
Minneapolis mayor and for 
lieutenant governor 

In June nearly two years 
ago. he delivered a speech 
entitled The New Involve¬ 
ment at the Metropolitan 
Community College in Min 
neapolis. He spoke for 30 
hours, breaking the old rec¬ 
ord of 29 hours, and won a 
place in the Guinness Book of 
World Records. 

He said he was now wind¬ 
ing up a 14.000-word letter to 
the editor to break a rec¬ 
ord established in 1888. He 
said he planned lo send it to 
the Rainy Lake Chronicle, 
whose editor is interested in 
publishing it in serial form. 

Eakman isn't sure when he 
became interested in politics.

11 has been tailed the "indisputablest" of human 
rights. the foundation of a free nation, the guarantee of free 
dom and justice, and the most Important function of govern 
ment 

But today, people lend to take education for granted 
After 12 years, the magic of those first few weeks wears 
thin, to be replaced by mere toleration if not aversion 

fhi ONE HIGHLY UNUSUAL Saanich school, however, 
the story is different Here, students ask for homework, 
eagerly keep track of their own grades, and sometimes cry 
tears of joy when they learn something To them, educa 
non Is a promise, a challenge, all those things that the phi 
Insophers. looking back nostalgically on (heir school days, 
have said about it 

Take Valerie, for instance. Her eyes and face are always 
smiling with the joy of learning and of communicating 
Never mind that cerebral palsy means life in a wheel 

■ hair, that deafness means catching the questions in sign 
language, that the palsy means she has difficulty re- 

■ ponding in sign, and instead points out words from a chart 
of symbols Learning is fun. exciting and worthwhile for 
her and it shows 

LIKE MOST of the other students at the Victoria School 
for the Handicapped in the Garth Homer Achievement 
Centre. Valerie's handicaps have been a major impede 
ment to her education. Even w hen the public school system 
is willing tu educate these students, it is reluctant to go 
much beyond the 12 years that are its responsibility. 

If you can't write, it will take you longer than 12 years 
to gain an education, especially if it is combined with 
other handicaps,” says Rick Freeze, principal of the 
school 

Just over a century ago. the deaf were often considered to 
he mentally retarded The mute snfith cerebral palsy 
were considered to be so until a few years ago when symbol 
tc language, notably the development of the Bliss symbol 
system, revealed their normal intelligence. Freeze says 

THE HANDICAPPED get very few opportunities for 
academic education, he adds. "All we would like to see is the 
government spending the same amount per capita on 
the handicapped that it spends on post-secondary education 
for the non-handicapped.” 

Most of us are handicapped in some way. Freeze says 
People who have trouble with math or those who wear 
glasses are handicapped but they have found an effective 
solutiun or a way to compensate. " 

Consider, he says, the concessions which would be nec¬ 
essary if glasses had not been invented Special textbooks, 
smaller classes, and transportation for those unable to 


drive would be needed, and many audio-visual learning 
aids would be of little value 

SINCE A REMEDY is easily available for bad eyesight, 
'"ciet v is spared that trouble. In some quarters it may even 
be considered a sign of erudition (“My eyes went from 
reading too many books as a lad. volt know.”) 

' People would think it a crime if those who needed 
glasses couldn't get them. But when it comes to an impor 
tanl language program, such as Bliss symbols, which re 
quire small group or individual instruction, it is something 
society feels it cannot afford, and yet a handicap may make 
education all the more important. Freeze says. 


A visit to the Victoria School for the Handicapped is a lex 
son in that truth. These students do not fool around. They 
are intent: they are hungry to learn. A number of students 
"hear” through sign language and "talk" through Bliss 
symbols. Yet several of them have learned to read standard 
English, no small task under those conditions. Their conceit 
tration is a strong contrast to that in many "normal" 
classrooms 

THEIR DEGREE of handicap ranges from those who 
ran function in the everyday world, and even hold down 
regular jobs, to one who communicates only with her eyes, 
and vague snunds from her throat The staff ratio is 


of higher education 

high, often with one teacher (either a paid staff member, 
probably with a leaching certificate, or a volunteer) fur 
each pupil 

Perhaps the first lesson the students have to learn is that 
they are no longer in an institution. Freeze says. 

"For many of them, the rest of the world has retreated 
into a fog We have to draw them out." 

He singles out one student who is reluctant to answer 
questions and constantly looks down at the table She is 
new to the school, he says. Then he singles out another 
student, this one working on a lesson on his own. with only 
occasional direction from a teacher, lie acted the same 
way as (he first individual when he first came. Freeze 
says. 

THE STUDENTS HAVE varying goals. Some aim to live 
more independently, perhaps moving from a full-care insti¬ 
tution to a residence such as Nigel House, an tin-institu¬ 
tional env ironment for the physically handicapped w here the 
essentials are taken care of by the staff but all other decisions 
are left to the residents. Others hope to live in a group home, 
or even completely on their own. 

Adult basic eduation classes at Camosun College arc the 
logical next step for some of the sludenis. 

, THE SCHOOL'S MAIN TASK in its first year of operation 
has been to teach basic English courses to many of its slu 
dents. Those classes are full at the moment, but classes in 
Bliss symbols, or for students at higher grade levels (Grade 
6 and up) are still open for new students 

The School charges a tuition fee of *60 a month, and was 
assisted (his year by a $17,000 grant from the Greater Vic 
toria school district. In the future, the school hopes to gel 
funds from the provincial government. It is the only school 
of its type in the province. Freeze says, and the funds 
would expedite development of the school as a model for 
other communities Interested in handicapped education. 

He feels that such schools in other locations could proh 
ably be run economically when all the factors, such as 
the cost of maintaining an untrained handicapped per 
son on welfare, are considered. The right to an education 
and the change it can bring about in the handicapped are 
less tangible, but perhaps more Important benefits 

WHAT IT ALL MEANS, eventually, is what education 
has always meant: Independence and awareness. 

"One of our students recently filled out his own refer 
ral forms for the first time." Freeze says 

"It has always been someone else who referred him to 
another agency, and for the first time in his life he was in 
control of the documents, rather than them being in 
control of him. He was ecstatic and laughing out loud as hr 
filled them out and handed them in "

LAS VEGAS, Nev. (AP) - 
Larry Holme* nullified the 
vaunted power of Earnie

Holmes flashed home a right 
counter to Shavers’ chin and 
Shavers buckled, his right 
knee dropping to Just inches 
from the esnvas. He straight¬ 
ened up and Holmes fired six 
shots to the head. Shavers 
looked ready to go down when 
the bell rang and he stag¬ 
gered across the ring to his 
comer. 

Judge Harold Buck and 
Judge Joe Swessel each 
scored it 126-108. and Judge 
Dave Morettl saw it 119-106, 
all for Holmes. 

It was a crushing defeat for 
the man who had gone 13 
rounds In a losing title bid 
against then-champion Mu¬ 
hammad All last Sept. 29.

As European capitals go. 
Madrid la still an infapt. 
younger even then St. Peters 
burg. Fie. So It's got some 
youthful Ideas. Like keeping 
the lights blislag la the 
nightclubs till 3 o’clock I* the 
morning. Sometimes even 
later. 

Jets wing their way in from 
North America, landing at 
Barajas Airport. Ones set¬ 
tled. the crowds still do the 
one-way tour to the Valley of 
tche Fallen, the monastery of 
the Escorts I, Toledo, etc. (I 
sometimes suspect that 
North American travellers 
are tormented by a guilt 
complex which spurs them on 
to see even thone monuments 
which bore them silly.) 

In Madrid, providing this Is 
a first visit, the tourist 
checks off the city's major 
attractions: the Prado (north 
every moment).

Torremolinos was the gem 
Of the Costa del Shi. 

Well, nothing remains the 
same. Today Torremolinos la 
more like Miami or Waikiki. 
High-rise hotels and condo 
miniums crowd its shores. I 
recall when we would take ■ 
table along Calle de Caule. It 
was pleasant, dining outside. 
The sun was hot and the San¬ 
gria waa icy cold. No one 
rushed. 

The villagers of Toiremo- 
linos were In no hurry 
And so now It has changed. 
It Is popular, yes. but It is slso 
crowded. Terribly crowded. 

I prefer Marbella. even 
though it, too. has acquired 
its share of hlgt;-rises Only a 
short drive from Torreroo- 
llnos. it relates to the Costa 
de Sol as Palm Beach relates 
to Florida. If one enjoys golf, 
well Marbella Is a satisfac¬ 
tory choice. 

Stretching for 130 mile* be¬ 
tween Almeria and Alge- 
ciras. the Costa del Sol takes 
in hill towns as well as coast¬ 
al villages — Mijas and Ca¬ 
sa res being the dreamiest 
Of the two. Mijas is the 
more popular. The reason for 
this Is that tt was discovered 
years ago by the tourists. 
First came the Phoenicians, 
then the Greeks, the Romans, 
the British and now the North 
Americans. 

The entire village la whi¬ 
tewashed. Red-tile roofs 
shine brilliantly. Narrow, 
cobbled streets are lined with 
wrought-lron lamps. 

Mijas sits, one senses, at 
the very top of the world, or 
so il would seem, for the cliffs 
fall away hundreds of feet to 
the sea below. 

It la worth a day or two. this 
tiny village, on anyone'! itin¬ 
erary. 

Down the coast Casares 
sleeps peacefully in moun¬ 
tains behind the Costa del Sol.

LANDS — Rarotonga's inter¬ 
national airport greets you 
with the usual signs: Health 
Immigration. Customs 

Before these, however, a 
most unusual sign catches 
vour eye with the message: 

“Welcome to Rarotonga 
Tipping is not customary 
sere." 

As you might* guess, the 
idea of tourism is new to 
Rarotonga. It's that un 
spoiled Island travellers 
hunt, but rarely find. 

Rarotonga is capital of the 
Cook Islands, a collection of 
IS Polynesian Islands, total 
ling just 93 square miles of 
dry land, scattered over on 
H5fl.000-square-mile expanse 
of the South Pacific. 

It's also the largest Island 
in the group. Not that it's big. 
It's a flat 20-mlle bicycle ride 
around Rarotonga, and a 
week's stay will put you on 
smiling and speaking terms 
w ith dozens of the 11.500 resi¬ 
dents. 

Lacking a good harbor. 
Rarotonga Was long isolated 
except for supply ships and 
the occasional cruise liner 
that paused offshore Then 
the first jets thundered down 
at a new airstrip beside the 
lagoon in late 1973. and the 
first deluxe resort hotel 
opened last year. 

The first papaa (strangers) 
to see Rarotortga were 
Fletcher Christian and the 
mutinous crew of the Bounty. 
They stopped by in 1789. and

local iradilion credits the ar¬ 
rival of oranges to them. A 
Rarotongan who paddled out 
to trade stole a box of the 
fruit! 

Preoccupied with the quest 
for a haven, Christian sailed 
on. and Rarotonga returned 
to obscurity. In 1814, a san- 
dalwooder. the Cumberland 
of Sydney, anchored in the 
lagoon. Cook Islands' legend 
attributes to the Cumberland 
the dubious honor of Intro¬ 
ducing the flea! 

The London Missionary So¬ 
ciety's redoubtable Reverend 
John Williams arrived in 1823 
aboard the Endeavour to 
change the course of the is¬ 
land history. He didn't tarry 
long since the locals seemed 
a bit weary 0t papaa ships, 
but he left behind as mission 
ary the Tahitian convert Pa 
peiha. 

Papeiha and later teachers 
did their work well. The old 
gods were toppled, and it 
wasn’t many years before 
Rarotongans themselves 
were sailing abroad as mis¬ 
sionaries! 

Landing on Rarotonga, 
you'll find yodrself on the 
classic South Pacific “high" 
island. A narrow coastal 
plain slopes to jagged volcan¬ 
ic highlands. An encircling 
reef encloses a turquoise la¬ 
goon, and outside this bar¬ 
rier, the deep sea is cobalt 
blue. 

The Cook Islands Maoris 
are first cousins to Polyne¬ 
sians everywhere, sharing 
similar languages, legends, 
voyaging traditions, and a 
universal Joie de vivre. 
They're particularly close to 
the New Zealand Maori, since 
it was from Rarotonga that 
seven great canoes sailed 
south in 1360. Seven small 
stones now mark the launch¬ 
ing site opposite Ngatangila 
Passage. 

Even with Its old isolation 
shattered. Rarotonga Is still a 
refuge from the frenetic 20th 
century, a place where sight¬ 
seeing is best geared to the 
clop-clop pace of a horse- 
drawn tour buggy. 

A day's low-key adventure 
on Rarotonga might mean 
gossiping with stout Polyne¬ 
sian grandmothers in the 
open market beside the la¬ 
goon In Avarua, the island's 
"downtown." 

You might then cross the 
street to the Banana Court 
tavern. On certain days, the 
Totalizator windows on its ve¬ 
randa are busy as islanders 
bet on the New Zealand 
races. Just ask. and you’ll 
find a local happy to explain 
the betting system and help 
you pick a winner on a 25c 
ticket. 

After the Banana Court, 
you'll stroll on to visit the 
Philatelic Society across 
from the Post Office, view 
the museum's shell collec¬ 
tion, or peek into Avarua’s 
130-year-old Cook Islands 
Christian Church. 

It's possible to wile away 
the better part of a day 

watching an inter-island 
freighter prepare to sail. 
Hordes of well-wishers, plu¬ 
meria lois and chaplets, 
laughter and tears mark the 
event. The farewell tears are 


real, as some of the northern 
atolls lie more than (00 miles 
from Rarotonga. 

On another day, you might 
reach the pier near the mar¬ 
ket just as elementary school 
boys and girls arrive to cele¬ 
brate release from books 
with a swim. School uniforms 
serve as bathing suits. You’ll 
exhaust a roll of film immedi¬ 
ately on these far-from-cam- 
era-shy children. 

The hulk o( the brigantine 
Yankee, wrecked in 1(64. tins 
on the reef beyond the 
splashing school children. 

On yet another day. you 
might hike to the top of "The 
Needle." and afterwards 
enjoy a swim in a waterfall, 
fed pool. Or you might hire a 
bicycle or moped (you'll need 
a license) and circle (he is¬ 
land. It's total garden all the 
way round. 

A walk or a horseback ride 
along a quiet beach will put 
you in touch with lagoon ac¬ 
tivity. You'll see men with 
their throwing nets wading in 
the shallows, women search¬ 
ing low-tide reef for shell de¬ 
licacies, or perhaps a group 
organizing a fish drive. 

Of course, you can enjoy all 
the conventional lagoon acti¬ 
vities for tourists: snorkel- 
ing, swimming, reef walks, 
paddling an outrigger canoe, 
and viewing coral from a 
glassbottom boat. 

On Saturday night (or any 
night except Sunday ), you 
can enjoy an "Island Night" 
marked by the beat of drums 
as Rarotongans celebrate 
with the lively dances at 
which they excel. 

Come Sunday morning, 
you'll join Saturday night s 
dancers and their elders at 
church, and thrill to the ex¬ 
traordinary vocal power of a 
congregation Joined In hl- 
mene (songs) unaccompa¬ 
nied by instruments. 

If you're In luck, you might 
witness Tere Terc Apii Saba- 
ti. when Sunday School chil¬ 
dren dressed in white recite 
Biblical verses before the 
congregation. 

If an island where hotels 
ask guests not to embarrass 
staff by offering tips appeals 


to you. ask your travel agent 
to book your seat on Air New 
Zealand, the only airline 
serving Rarotonga from 
North America. Air New Zea¬ 
land jets In from Honolulu or 
from Los Angeles via Tahiti. 

Rarotonga la ideal for Inde¬ 
pendent trevellers Interested 
in a slow paced, unpro¬ 
grammed lalands circuit. 
However. Bennett Tours does 
include It in a South Pacific- 
plus-New Zealand and Aus¬ 
tralia tour program 

Despite Its recent tourism 
debut. Rarotonga offers total 
travel comfort in the deluxe 
150-room Rarotongan resort, 
located about six miles from 
Avarua, and in a handful of 
small establishments around 
the island. Just don't forget to 
book a hotel room, before you 
leave home: Space is tight at 
some seasons and sleeping on 
the beach is discouraged!

An even more Intrepid pair 
of travellers turned up a 
short time after the two 
teachers Two young Italians 
arrived aboard a craft like a 
catamaran, with two pan 
toons, a deck on which a lent 
was pilched. a mast and two 
outboard motors. In which 
they had sailed across the 
Atlantic from Gibraltar and 
down the coast of South 
America. 


A short while ago. Francis¬ 
co Esterovic, a local newspa¬ 
perman. recalled, 12 motor¬ 
cyclists from Los Angeles 
roared down the main street 
after riding the length of the 
continent.

visitors,” said Esterovic.

This region, made up of the 
province of Magallanes on 
Ihe mainland and Tierra del 
Fuego and other islands, 
seems like a combination of 
Alaska and Australia The 
chill blue waters, whipped by 
fierce winds, conlaln a ver¬ 
sion of the king crab, and Ihe 
lakes and streams, which are 
fed by glaciers, teem w ith big 
trout. The vast extensions of 
the Patagonian grasslands 
are populated with millions of 
sheep. 

People on the docks were 
amazed when they heard that 
the two were planning to sail 
to Antarctica if they could get 
one of their motors repaired. 


Spirit that moved Magellan 
washes over young and old 


Punta Arenas was the only 
port for thousands of miles, 
and photographs taken at the 
turn of the cenluQ show the 
harbor full of schooners and 
steamships flying the colon 
of many nations 

The merchants bf Punta 
Arenas, who were also the 
large landowners, exported 
large quantities of wool after 
Jose Noguelra, a seal hunter, 
brought Ihe first sheep from 
the British Falkland Islands 
and began a boom In sheep 
herding here. They opened 
banks, such as the Bank of 
Punta Arenas and London, 
and from this port supplied 
most of Argentine Patagonia 
with imported goods 


The “golden era," during 
which the wealthy built Vic 
torian mansions here and 
spent the winters in I z>ndon 
or Paris, was followed by de¬ 
cline and Isolation after Ihe 
Panama Canal altered marl 
time routes and both Argen 
tina and Chile imposed cus¬ 
toms controls restricting the 
free trade in this region. 

Only aboul 110.000 people 
live in the region now. largely 
small merchants, civil ser¬ 
vants and military personnel 
In this city, and sheep farm¬ 
ers, fishermen and oil work¬ 
ers scattered over the prai¬ 
ries and islands. 


Bui Ihese people of pioneer 
stork, accustomed to a hard 
climate in winter and little 
help from the capital, are 
confident that a revival is 
coming. Oil and gas produc 
lion here is important, but 
provides no revenue lo Ihe 
area. More promising is lour 
ism. a project to build a mod 
ern port with bunkering faci 
lities for ships coming round 
Ihe tip of South America, and 
recent investments In indus¬ 
tries using local raw materi¬ 
als. such as king crabs and 
^ier marine products. 

v "If the government would 
declare this region a tax-free 
zone for those of us who live 
here so that we could Invest 
instead of paying taxes then 
there would be a boom here,” 
said Alfredo Arecheta, an au¬ 


tomobile dealer, who meets 
with Ms businessmen friends 
at the Club de La Union for a 
round of dice and the daily 
gossip. 

A century ago. when Punta 
Arenaa still had palisades 
and fortifications, this region 
was populated by nomadic 
Indians, roaming ihe Pata¬ 
gonian hunting lands south¬ 
ward from the Santa Cruz 
River In Argentina.

Oil has been found on both 
the mainland and Tierra del 
Fuego. and a big program of 
exploration has begun off¬ 
shore at the eastern entrance 
to the Strait of Magellan, not 
far from Port Famine, where 
the first attempt to establish 
a Spanish colony ended in 
1586 wilh only one of more 
lhan 350 settlers surviving. 

After Chile became inde¬ 
pendent from Spain, military 
expeditions were sent to gain 
a foothold at what was re¬ 
garded in the lSlh century as 
a strategic location. Before 
fhe Panama Canal was built, 
all ships plying between the 
Atlantic and Paeific passed 
either through thwestroit or 
took the longer route around 
Cape Horn.

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Research funds taking practical route 


The crie* of Canadian scientist* 
concerned about dismally low 
levels of research funding are 
being heard in Ottawa, but the 
scientific community can expect 
that the government will give pri 
ority to research with practical 
objectives, an MP from Ontario. 
Dr I rank Maine tL- Wellington I 
-aid at the University of Victoria 
Thursday 

Maine, who holds a doctorate in 
organic chemistry from Cam 
bridge University, is parliament! 
ry secretary to the minister of 
state for science and technology 

C ANADA LAST year spent less 
than une per cent of its gross 
national product on research and 
development, putting It tenth 
among 10 industrial countries hr 
noted 

To a certain extent, foreign 
based multi nationals are to 
blame. Maine said. They lend do 


their research in their home coun 
tries and only undertake research 
in Canada if it is needed to modify 
a product for the Canadian mar 
ket The auto industry, for in¬ 
stance. a major part of the Cana 
dian economy, spends about >5 
billion a year on research in the 
L.S.. but nothing at algln Canada 

BECAUSE INDUSTRIAL re 
search in Canada is so negligible, 
the university and government 
science establishments are rela¬ 
tively more important than they 
are in many other countries In 
Japan, Sweden and Germany, for 
instance, there are about five re 
searchers In industry for every 
university oi9yovernment scien¬ 
tial, while in Canada the proper 
lions are approximately equal, 
Maine said. 

As a result. Canada's science 
policy for the future emphasizes 
industrial research, through In 


vestment lax credits for research 
which can be expected to increase 
in the future, urging more multin 
alional research participation, 
and channeling research funds In 
universities through industrial 
contracts where the results of re 
search will be rapidly translated 
into economic benefits 
WHILE THE scientific contmu 
nity lends to look down on applied 
research. there is nothing in¬ 
herently inferior about it. Maine 
said The scientific effort that 
wSnl into the Apollo space pro¬ 
gram or development of the 
CANDU reactor Is as Rood as that 
being done in any "pure re¬ 
search” laboratory. 

"Canada is loo young and too 
undeveloped not to put a priority 
on applying science and teehnolo 
gy to practical problems." 

Yet many scientists prefer to 
work in areas so obscure that no 


one else is interested in them Thia 
gives the scientist a feeling that he 
is making a unique contribution, 
but the only practical outcome is 
to provide data to fill libraries 

GIVING HIS own research as an 
example of this, Maine said he 
would be surprised to learn that 
anyone had found a use for the 
dala that went Into his doctoral 
.thesis. 

Government policy.in the future 
will place the emphasis on areas 
in which Canada has special prub 
lems or advantages, such as en 
ergy. mining, agriculture, and 
ocean sciences 

Scientists engaged in pure re¬ 
search can expect to find compete 
lion for funds much tougher, while 
those in applied research will 
get a larger share. Maine said He 
stressed that financial restraints 
are placing severe limits on the 
growth of the total government 


supported research in absolute 
dollar terms 

"WE HAVE the largest open pit 
mines in the world. And where 
does the eqtlipment to run them 
come from ’ Germany. Japan and 

the U.S." 

Science will also be used to tack¬ 
le regional problems. Two 
projects of special significance to 
Ihe minister, of Mate for science 
and technology at the moment are 
at Ihe extreme ends of the coun 
try. Memorial University in New¬ 
foundland is the best candidate for 
a scientific Ice tank in which ma 
rtne engineering problems can be 
studied, but some government of 
ficials want to see the tank located 
In Ottawa, which has no ocean ice 
and no shipbuilding industry . 

A SECOND project is develop 
ment of a national toxicology la¬ 
boratory, (or which Vancouver Is 
land, which already has some 


quarantine restrictions, would be 
the logical location But Toronto 
scientists also want it. 

"I don't think that some of the 
people in Toronto are unselfish 
enough to consider Ihe national 
interest.

Chemicals curbed in B.C. 


U.S. firm charged 
in pesticide case

The Velslcol Chemical 
Company in the United States 
has been charged with con¬ 
spiracy to conceal from the 
Environmental Protection 
Agency results of tests that 
showed two pesticides it man¬ 
ufactures may be cancer- 
causing in humans, an EPA 
spokesman said this week. 

The pesticides, chtordane 
and heptachlor. have been 
under restricted use in B.C. 
since 1971. pesticide control 
committee chairman Bane 
Vance said this week 

Chlordane is used in B.C to 
control wood-destroying in¬ 
sects in structures, such as 
carpenter ants and termites, 
and heptachlor is used for 
soaking bulbs before plant 
ing. in the control of the nar 
eissus bulb fly, Vance said. 

"To my knowledge, British 
Columbia is the only province 
where these two pesticides 
are under restriction.” he 
said. Chlordane-is used in 
other parts of Canada on nur¬ 
sery plants 

The pesticides have been 
widely used in the U.S.. par 
licularly on grain crops. 

The charges against Velsl- 
col. a subsidiary of Northwest 
Industries, are being heard 
before a special U.S. grand 
tury in Chicago, the EPA 
spokesman said in a telephone 
interview from EPA's Office 
of Public Aw areness in Wash¬ 
ington. D.C. 

r ‘ The 11-count indictment 
says that between August. 
1972. and July, 1975. Velsicol 
used the mails to conspire to 
defraud the U.S., and con 
cealed material facts from 


the EPA by failing to submit 
information which had come 
Into their possession which 
tended to show that heptach 
lor and chlordane induced 
tumors in laboratory animals 
and thus might pose a risk of 
cancer to human beings. 

In a move apparently unre¬ 
lated to the indictment, the 
EPA has accepted a settle 
ment with Velsicol that will 
phase out use of the two pesti 
t ides on corn and other crops 


over a one to five year period. 
Ihe spokesman said 
Use of the pesticides for 
underground termite control 
was not affected, but all other 
uses, including on home lawns 
and gardens, were either 
halted or prohibited 
The settlement involved 
about 209 groups and two 
years of public hearings, the 
spokesman said. 

The settlement names Vel¬ 
sicol as the sole producer of 
chlordane and heptachlor.

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Women's movement 


Progress made quietly 


By NANCY BROWN 


Fifty-fifty or fight. 

That was the slogan on the 
buttons handed out at the 
meeting, and seemed an apt 
description of the mood of 
Victoria women as they lis¬ 
tened last week to Win 
Izvewen, vice-chairman of the 
federal advisory council on 
the status of women. 

Many people, she told the 
group feel the women's move¬ 
ment Is dying. 

"Women all across Canada 
are now concentrating on leg 
islation," she said. 

“When you work to change 
legislation, it is not as sense 
tional as burning your bra. or 
saying publicly that the rea¬ 
son we don't hear about the 
women's movement is be 
cause nothing is being done." 

A good deal has happened in 
the women's movement since 
the 1967 Royal Commission on 
the Status of Women, accord¬ 
ing to Loewen. 

"It's been accomplished by 
women lobbying for their 
rights in a somewhat quieter 
way than protesting but a 
much more determined 
wav.” 

She contrasted the Judg¬ 
ment handed down in the 
Murdoch case with a recent 
Supreme Court of Canada 
judgment in the Rathweil 
case. 

Mrs. Murdoch was not able 
to get a share in the family 
farm because her contribu¬ 
tion as a farm wife was not 
recognized. 

"A special tribute Is due 
Mrs. Murdoch. Becauseof her 
bravery in exposing to the 
public her whole miserable 
marriage breakdown and re¬ 
years was finally being not 


only heard but understood by 
people who were in a posi¬ 
tion to make decisions. 

“Now if women across Can¬ 
ada can get this important 
concept written in legislation 
we will have taken a great 
step forward." 

Women, she said, realize 
the validity of recognition of 
work performed at home. 

■'However,” she warned, 
"when you start lobbying 
your legislators to incerpo 
rate this concept In family law 
legislation you will need all 
your arguments and you will 
grow weary repeating them— 
and you will furthermore 
probably lose the first round 
But I implore you—keep on 
fighting." 

In times of economic re¬ 
cession there is a cry for 
women to withdraw from the 
labor market, while a large 
part of society sees women's 
work as secondary to that of 
males, or feels that women 
work for frills or just to get 
out of the house. 

"In actual fact over SO per 
cent of married women who 
work do so to keep their fami¬ 


lies above the poverty level. 

"Many working women are 
sole-support parents, single, 
divorced or widowed women 
Can these workers be con¬ 
sidered secondary?” 

Women must strive for eq¬ 
uitable family laws in Cana¬ 
da. she said. 

"Manitoba had. for a fleet¬ 
ing moment, the most 
.progressive family law In 
Canada." she said. 

The laws, which have been 
delayed and are being re¬ 
viewed, stated that marriage 
is a 30-50 partnership. 

Manitoba women had stud 
led long and hard to familiar 
ize themselves with family- 
law. and had organized 
pressure groups to influence 
the government. 

"They are currently In¬ 


volved In a massive lobbying 
process to pressure the new 
government to return the bills 
intact in principle. If the prin¬ 
ciples are watered down when 
the legislation is reintroduced 
in March, the women will 
again present briefs, visit 
ministers and backbenchers 
to present their views. 

Ontario’s legislation, she 
said, (alls far short of the 
Manitoba model, adding that 
it recognizes marriage as a 
partnership of equals, but 
makes one partner more 
equal than the other.

safe anchorages in natural 
sellings and minimum facili 
lies Since these would be ca 
lering mostly lo small 
boaters they would alto, 
where possible, include 
camping in upland areas. 

SANTA GERTRUDIS 
would be one of these Satel 
life parks for Nootka Sound 
It is next door lo the Friendly 
Cove Indian Reserve, but not 
on reserve property, and 
would provide an opportunity 
for boat visitors to hike 
across Nootka Island and 
enjoy the sandy beaches fac¬ 
ing the open Pacific Ocean 
The cove provides a natural 
anchorage, but there is a rock 
at the entrance and boaters 
should follow a chart. There 
will be no development this 
year in time for the bicenten¬ 
nial ceiebraiions. 

Plans for the Nootka Sound 
area call for a waterhead 
camping aita aid boat 
launching apot on Tlnpana 
Inlet, probably in the Galiano 
Bay area. There is no road to 
that spot yet. but Tahsis log 
ging roads are pushing to 
wards It. 

In Kyuquot Sound, water- 
head base camp would be al 
Fair Harbor, where forest 
service already has some 
rough facilities.

DISCOVERY ISLAND Ma 
rine Park, at the southeast¬ 
ern tip of Vancouver Island, 
covers the southern half of 
Discovery Island, two miles 
east of Oak Bay where Haro 
Strait meets Juan de Fuca 
Strait. Several small bays 
and beaches and a lighthouse 
al Seabird Point are features 
of this park. There is no shel 
tered anchorage, but en¬ 
trance ia gained from 
Plumper Passage to the west, 
or into Rudlin Bay from the 
south. This park is undeve¬ 
loped 

D'Arcy Island Marine Park 
Is in Haro Strait, separated 
from Sidney Island by 
Hughes Passage. There are 
numerous reefs and shoals in 
the vicinity, to approach with 
caution There is no sheltered 



anchorage, but there are peb¬ 
bly beaches and low head 
lands Enter from west to 
south of lighthouse It is un¬ 
developed 

A DEVELOPED PARK, 
within easy reach of lower 
Vancouver Islanders is Sid¬ 
ney Spit Marine Park at the 
north end of Sidney Island It 
features sandy beach and 
shallow water, with camping, 
picnicking, drinking water, 
mooring buoys and landing 
float tor small boats. Enter 
from Haro Strait via Miners 
Channel or Sidney Channel. It 
Is easily approached from 
Sidney or Island View Beach 
by even small boats., ' 

An undeveloped marine 
park, also within easy reach 
of small boaters, off the dp of 
lower Vancouver Island Is 
Princess Margaret Park on 
Portland Island, at the junc- 
tloo of Swanson Channel and 
Satellita Channel, southeast 
of Salt Spring Island. It has 
ssndy beaches and lovely 
hiking meadows It should be 
approached with extreme 
caution. 

Beaumont Marine Park In 
Bedwell Harbor on the west 
side of South Pender Island 
provide* good mooring and 
anchorage, gravel and sand 
beach, camping and picnick¬ 
ing sites and freshwater. 
There is a nearby store, post 
office, fuel and Canada Cus¬ 
toms at Bedwell Harbor vil¬ 
lage 

MONTAGUE HARBOR 
Marine Park is in a land 
locked bay on the southwest 
side of Galiano Island and 


can be reached by B.C. Ferry 
or by pleasure boat. Enter 
from Trincomali Channel, 
either through the passge be 
tween Phillimore Point and 
Julia Island, or by the north 
ern entrance, between 
Parker Island and Galiano Is- 
land. There are good 
beaches, mooring buoys, 
floats, wharf, camping, pic¬ 
nicking and drinking water 

Newcastle Island Marine 
Park is a 700-acre island in 
Nanaimo Harbor, featuring 
several small attractive 
bays, dock and mooring 
buoys, historic sites, picnick¬ 
ing. camping, hiking trails 
and drinking water 

Pirates Cove Marine Park 
is on the southeast side of De 
C'ourcy Island. Enter from 
Pvlades Channel, but keep 
dear of kelp-covered reef ex 
lending north from the point 
at entrance to channel leav¬ 
ing the cove There Is safe 
anchorage, two dinghy floats, 
ramping and drinking water. 

A marine park Is proposed 
for Boho Bay. on northeast | 
side of Lasqueli Island.

OTTAWA (CP) The health 
department warned Saturday 
if about 2.500 cans of poison 
nus mushrooms which have 
been distributed to institu 
lions and restaurants in Que 
bee and possibly in other 
provinces. 

Officials described the 
mushrooms as Regina Straw- 
Mushrooms. Pieces and 
Mild in 2.81 litre -100 
"unce- institution size cans. 
The cans, which were ini* 
ported from Taiwan, have a 
red. orange and yellow label, 
showing a plate of mush 
rooms, with the brand name 
lirgina. Matteo Gattuso Ltd 
A department news release 
said laboratory analysis con 
ducted in Montreal indicates 
that several lots of the mush 


rooms could have been 
under-processed, leading to 
the possibility of growth of 
Clostridium botulinium. a 
micro-organism that pro 
duces botulinium toxin in 
food. The toxin was described 
in the release as presenting 
"a serious health hazard if 
consumed." 

There have been no reports 
of illness, the department re¬ 
lease said. The Health Pro¬ 
tection Branch is continuing 
an investigation into the 
problem.

NAIROBI. Kenya (UPI) - 
Somali guerrillas Saturday 
claimed they killed 1,100 
Cuban, Soviet and Ethiopian 
troops In renewed heavy 
fighting this week in Ethiix 
pia's disputed Ogaden Des 
ert. . 

The claim came in a state 
ment broadcast by official 
Mogadishu Radio. It said the 
"enemy troops” died in three 
separate battles on the west 
em edge of the Ogaden be 
tween March 19 and 21. 

There was no Independent 
confirmation of the reports 
Observers In Nairobi said 
that while some sporadic 
fighting might be continuing 
in the area, they seriously 
doubted the scale of the re 
ported Somali victory. 

The broadcast followed by 
one day an Ethiopian an 
nouncement that its troops 
had captured the last rebel 
held towns in the Ogaden and 
wiped out all opposition both 
from the regular Somali 
army and from the guerril 
las. 

Somalia withdrew its regu¬ 
lar forces from the eight 
month war last week after 
intervention by Cuban and 
Soviet military forces. Guer 
rillas of the Western Somali 
Liberation Front, however, 
vowed to continue the strug 
glc. 

Since then, the Front issued 
two communiques reporting 
fresh fighting, one on Tues 


day and the second on Satur 
day. 

The latest communique re¬ 
ported the guerrillas killed 
500 Cuban. Soviet and Ethio 
plan troops on March 19 dur 
ing a fierce 24-hour battle on 
the outskirts of the cross¬ 
roads town of Negele in Side 
mo Province 


The following day, the 
guerrillas said. 409 govern 
ment troops were killed when 
they tried to recapture the 
tiny village of Hlrola near the 
border with Kenya and south 
of Negele. 

On Tuesday, according to 
the guerrilla statement, an¬ 
other 299 assorted Ethiopian. 


Cuban and Soviet troops were 
slain in a fighting for the tiny 
town of Arero 
In its initial communique 
Tuesday, the guerrillas said 
they Inflicted “heavy losses" 
on Ethiopian forces In an- 
other battle in the same area 
and had captured "several 
enemy soldiers.” 


‘ An estimated 12,000 Cubkn 
combat troops and 1,000 So¬ 
viet advisers helped the Ethi¬ 
opian army reverse months 
of defeats in the Ogaden and 
win the war against Somalia 


In a blitz tank assault that 
lasted less than two weeks.

Mini-weapons spell 
terror boom—expert

VANCOUVER (CP) — An 
rxpert on International terror 
from New York State Univer¬ 
sity sketched for a university 
audience last week a chilling 
picture of a small group of 
terrorists holding whole 
rllles to ransom by poisoning 
their water supplies or using 
nerve gas and germ warfare 

Prof. Yonah Alexander told 
about 100 persons at the Uni¬ 
versity of British Columbia 
that he expected the casual¬ 
ties of terrorism to increase 
dramatically as the weapons 
of nuclear, bacteriological 
and chemical warfare be¬ 
came more compact and 
available. 

“It's not a joke, it’s a night 
mare," he said. 

No one was safe from the 
random violence of the ter¬ 
rorist. he added. 

"For many of the victims, 
their only crime Is that they 
were at the wrong place at 
the wrong time." 

One of the first casualties 
of terrorism was democracy, 
he said. Governments were 
incljned to counter terrorism 
with harsh anti-terrorist laws 
that gave wide powers to po¬ 
lice. 

Alexander cited the cate of 
the government of Uruguay's 
war against the Tupamaros 
guerrillas. 

“The Tupamaros were des¬ 
troyed. and In the process, 
democracy was destroyed 
too." he said. 

Alexander said he didn't 
see much help from the Unit¬ 
ed Nations in fighting terror¬ 
ism because there was no uni¬ 
versal agreement on who was 
a terrorist. 

"One man’s terrorist is an 
other man’s freedom fight¬ 
er," he said. 

Alexander said terrorists 
got support from countries 
such as the Soviet Union that 
supplied them with weapons, 
training, forged papers and 
safe havens. He said a lack of 
resolve by democracies to 
deal with terrorism or to pun¬ 
ish terrorists reduced the 
riskg that terrorists faced if 
caught. 

Alexander showed that be¬ 
tween 1983 and 1973 North 
America was the third most 
popular area for terrorist 
acts, with 126 incidents—be¬ 
hind Western Europe with 333 
and Latin America with 280. 
but ahead of the Middle East 
and Africa with 122. 

He also showed a profile of 
• the typical terrorist: male. 22 
to 23 years old, single and 
from an urban middle or 
upper class background 


VANCOUVER (CP) - 

Vancouver property-owners 
are paying more each year to 
educate children from all 
over B.C., a panel of school 
board, city council, labor and 
teaching representatives 
concluded at a public meet¬ 
ing last week. 

Panelists said tax levy in¬ 
creases such as the latest 
planned five-point Jump to 
42.9 mills illustrated how 
property-owners were be 
coming financially respon 
sible for education while the 
government withdrew its 
support. 

David Pratt. Vancouver 
school trustee, said that be¬ 
cause Vancouver was B.C.’s 
major centre for facilities for 
handicapped and special stu¬ 
dents, children from other 
areas were being educated 
here. 

But the government, he 
said, was not contributing to 
the school board's extra 

costs. 

"Special education should 
be funded 1M per cent pro- 
vlncially,” he said, "but in 
spite of the raw deal we're 
getting, the government asks 
Vancouver to pay for institu¬ 
tions within our boundaries." 

Norm Orues, a Vancouver 
school principal and chair¬ 
man of the B.C. Teachers’ 
Federation’s educational fi¬ 
nance committee, said that 
for years, provincial govern¬ 
ments paid 30 per cent of 
school costs. "In 1977. it was 
43 per cent. In 1978. it looks 
like It will be down to 39 per

That's what happened to 
Goldstein's friend. Hustler- 
publisher Larry Flynt, now 
fighting for his life In a Geor¬ 
gia hoepltal. and Goldstein 
says he has been warned sev¬ 
eral times that he faces the 
same fate. 

“I wake up sometimes In 
the middle of the night after 
dreaming that,” said Gold¬ 
stein. the owner of a gamy 
publication called Screw 
-I'm terrified. There's t lot 
of nuts In the world snd it 
only takes one to pull the 
trigger." 

Goldstein ended his three- 
yetr legal battle against fed¬ 
eral obscenity chirges in 
Kansas March li by paying a 
S30.MM fine imposed on his 
company for mailing issues 
of another publication called 
Smut Into Kansas In 1(14. In 
exchange for the company's 
guilty plea, the federal gov¬ 
ernment dropped all individ¬ 
ual charges against Goldstein 
nand his former partner. 

BUT THE END of the 
courtroom drama has left 
Goldstein with a mixture of 
emotions: fear, relief. Intro¬ 
spection. satisfaction and 
even humor. 

“I feel tremendously re¬ 
lieved that it’s finally over 
and 1 can rid myself of this 
anxiety about going to }all," 
he said. "Both Screw and I 
won a victory. But I’m scared 
for my life. I'm a contrever 
sial person in a controversial 
business." 

Flynt was shot March 6 by 
an unknown assailant, who 
pumped two bullets into his 
stomach as he was returning 
to a Lawrenceville. Ga.. 
courthouse where he was on 
trial for distributing obscene 
material. 

'1 don't think they're ever 
going to get the guy who shot 
Larry,” Goldstein said. "If I 
was shot, they could fill Yan¬ 
kee Stadium with suspects, 
and Larry has more enemies 
than I do.” 

GOLDSTEIN HAS flown to 
Georgia several times to visit 
Flynt In his hospital room. On 
his first trip. Goldstein said, a 
tall man in a grey suit 
bumped into him in a hotel 
lobby. 

"He looked at me and said. 
•You’re next, Goldstein.' ’’ 
■ the publisher recalled. 
"Since then. I've gotten more 
threats. They all say some¬ 


thing to the effect of, 'We're 
going to get you.' ” 

Goldstein's anxiety has 
changed hit lifestyle dramat 
ically. He now surrounds 
himself with armed body¬ 
guards. He has equipped his 
New York apartment with so¬ 
phisticated electronic protec¬ 
tion devices and is planning 
to apply for a gun permit He 
registers at hotels under as¬ 
sumed names and wears a 
bulletproof vest. 

“It may seem theatrical to 
some people, but 1 think I’d 
be a fool not to take these 
precautions." he said. “See¬ 
ing Larry in the hospital 
made me aware of my own 
mortality. He was rasping 
and spitting up some blood 
and unable to focus on tne. He 
had shrunken within him¬ 
self.” 

Goldstein started Screw 
nine years ago with a $300 
investment and parlayed It 
into a lucrative enterprise 
that now ipcludea several 
other publications, x-rated 
movie theatres and ■ mail¬ 
order business. He is fiercely 
proud of the success. 

“BlJT I’M NOT ready to 
give my life for Screw," he 
said. "Sure, I've thought 
about getting out of pornogra¬ 
phy because of the threats. 
But my ultimate decision Is: 
I'm not going to run. Screw Is 
a survivor and I'm a survivor 
and I'm going to continue to 
put my paper out. But I’m 
going to focus more time on 
my life and family.” 

Tlje 41-year-old publisher 


spent about $7SO.M0 on his 
two trials In Kansas while the 
federal gorerment spent 
about $2 million trying to 
prove that Goldstein used th~ 
postal system to distribute 
obscene material. 

In 1(71, Goldstein was con¬ 
victed of the charges by a 
Wicblte Jury. That convic¬ 
tion, however, was later 
overturned because of preju¬ 
dicial statements the prose¬ 
cuting attorney made during 


his closing argument The 
second trial In Kansas City, 
Kan., ended in a hung Jury 
Nov. 17.1(77. 

"These legal hassles have 
made me into ■ compulsive 
eater," said Goldstein, who 
weighs about ao pounds. "I 
gained about 1M pounds since 
this thing started. And It's 
hurt my health. I've had my 
gall bladder removed, a hole 
and various tubas Inserted In 
my throat for my tracheo¬ 


tomy and ether major sur¬ 
gery performed." 

THE LAWSUITS, he said, 
also had affected his domes¬ 
tic life with his wife, Gena, a 

former grade school teacher 
ha met on a blind data tlx 
years ago, and their three 
year-old son. 

“I’m not t tax pervert. 
People think I'm always 


going to orgies every night 
Well, most nights I’m home 
•sleep by ( p.m. I'm not very 
sociable." 

Goldstein also said he be¬ 
lieved his publication had 
bean misunderstood. 

“Screw Is s parody... It 
can be disgusting, cheap, of¬ 
fensive and in poor taste—I 
concede that/' Goldstein 
said. “But It Is not obscene "

The library boart held an 
emergency meeting, but 
voted not to have the paint¬ 
ings removed. The 20 paint¬ 
ings, all portraying nude fe¬ 
males. are by local artlat 
Robert Dmytruk and have 
been on display since March 
1. 

Aid. Olivia Buttl said In a 
letter to the board that plac¬ 
ing the paintings next td the 
children's theatre in the li¬ 
brary was a "grave mis¬ 
take” and asked that they be 
moved to another location. 

Terry Latng, vice-chair¬ 
man of the board, said she 
decided to call the meeting 
after overbearing three 


young girls discussing lha 
paintings Saturday. 

"I looked at the paintings 
snd thought they were not In 
a suitable location with chil¬ 
dren around." 

She laid she was appalled 
by the paintings. 

She asked that they be re¬ 
moved, but was supported by 


only one other board mem¬ 
ber. 

Purves said In hts letter 
that "the display Is In ex¬ 
treme bad taste for a li¬ 
brary, as far as I am con¬ 
cerned, or for any public 
building. 


"I am at a loss to under¬ 
stand why this type of pro¬ 
duction could be allowed in 
any library."

U.S. delays for six weeks 

‘Cars to overtake competence’ surplus weapon sale plan 


WASHINGTON - Too few 
auto mechanics are qualified 
to handle an Impending ava¬ 
lanche of new technology, and 
the result soon will be a wors¬ 
ening crisis for consumers 
seeking car repairs at a fair 
price, Congress was told last 
week. 

"We can expect an auto 
repair crisis because of the 
shortage of skilled automo¬ 
tive technicians," Donald 
Randall of the Automotive 
Services Council, represent¬ 
ing (.000 Independent repair 
shops nationwide, told a Sen¬ 
ate consumer subcommittee. 

He said a crush of new tech¬ 
nology, Including electronic 
systems and components, 
"will bring with it a torrent of 
rising consumer com¬ 
plaints." 

Randall expressed concern 
that the auto Industry was 


Unleaded 
gas stirs 
price row 


WASHINGTON (AP) — 
The environmental Protec¬ 
tion Agency says congressio¬ 
nal action may be needed to 
discourage United States mo¬ 
torists from substituting 
lower-priced leaded gasoline 
for unleaded fuel in their late- 
model cars. 

Deputy EPA Administrator 
Norman Shuttler Said the 
practice was on the rise be¬ 
cause of widening price dif¬ 
ferences between regular and 
unleaded gas at service sta¬ 
tion pumps. 

Testifying before a Senate 
energy subcommittee. 
Shuttler said Congress should 
seriously consider legislation 
that would eliminate the 
price differences and make 
unleaded gas more price- 
competitive with the leaded 
variety. 

Shuttler said U.S. motorists 
buying unleaded gasoline 
were paying as much as 14 
cents a gallon more for the 
fuel, even though it cost re¬ 
fineries only one to two cents 
a gallon more than leaded 
gasoline to produce. 


doing nothing to solve the 
activities by the auto manu¬ 
facturers and only a token 
effort by the Independent seg- 
menl" who were being 
trained through the labor de¬ 
partment's Bureau of Ap¬ 
prenticeship Training. 

California car dealer 
James Woulfe. representing 
the 29.000 members of the 
National Automobile Dealers 
Association, agreed there was 
a shortage of qualified me¬ 
chanics. 

"Some people have the idea 
that auto mechanics ought to 
be Phi Beta Kappa or gradu¬ 
ates from law school," Woulfe 
told Ford. “We Just don't get 
that kind of people In our 
business." 

But Woulfe challenged crit¬ 
ics who earlier testified the 
repair Industry was beset by 
incompetence and fraud. 

"On average In 1977, one 
cent of every dollar of parts 
and service sales by dealers 
was profit." said Woulfe, a 
Ford dealer from Dublin, 
Calif. 

“To. put it bluntly, there's 
no fat in any dealer's service 
operation. Cost Increases due 
to federal regulation could 
have an immediate and seri¬ 
ous Impact on the ability of 
franchised dealers to effec¬ 
tively serve their customers 
in terms of service and 
parts." 

Woulfe urged the lawmak¬ 
ers not to place new regula¬ 
tions on the car-repair Indus¬ 
try despite widespread 
consumer complaints. 

"Such regulation would no< 
solve the problems It is in¬ 
tended to solve and would 
simply add substantially to. 
the cost of having consumers' 
automobiles repaired," he 
said. 

An earlier witness, Joan 
Claybrook, administrator of 
the National Highway Traffic 
Safety Administration, esti¬ 
mated that consumers wasted 
at least $20 billion a year in 
unnecessary, inadequate, in¬ 
competent and fraudulent re¬ 
pairs and maintenance. 

Woulfe said, “I am dis¬ 
turbed about the press and 
this $20 billion ripoff that has 
been bandied around the 
country in recent days." He 
called for data to support the 
estimate, and subcomittee 
chairman Wendell Ford, Ken¬ 
tucky Democrat, said he 
would ask Ms. Claybrook for 
such Information. 

Earlier, Michael Perts- 
problem. noting the "ex¬ 
tremely low level of training 
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chuk, chairman of the Feder¬ 
al Trade Commission, testi¬ 
fied that consumers should be 
allowed to sue to make an 
automaker buy back a 
"lemon,” and be entitled to 
use the car until the dispute 
was resolved. 

Pertschuk who helped 
frame warranty laws. said. 
"Experience is proving that 


stronger medicine Is needed 
for the special case of cars." 

Pertschuk also suggested 
that the U.S. government pro¬ 
vide Information about a car's 
reliability and durability to a 
customer. 

Reliability ratings "would 
enable consumers to make 
much better decisions" on 
the cars they bought and 


would "provide a powerful 
stimulus to manufacturers to 
design and build better cars,” 
he sain 

“If the consumer knows not 
only the ticket cost but the 
average repair cost for a 
model, he's going to have an¬ 
other factor to take into ac¬ 
count in deciding whether to 
buy the car," he said. 


WASHINGTON (UPI) 

The U.S. Army has put off for 
six weeks a decision on 
whether 700,000 surplus M-l 
rifles, as well as other 
weapons, will be sold to the 
public. 

The announcement said an 
advisory panel meeting head-' 
ed by Army Undersecretary 
Walter LaBerge decided to 
delay recommendations on 


the sale of the rifles to civil¬ 
ians, which would reverse a 
13-year-old policy that such 
weapons be sold only as 
scrap. 

Members of Congress and 
civilian groups such as the 
National Rifle Association 
have sought the sale of the 
weapons, which Include .30- 
caliber carbines and 22-cali¬ 
ber target rifles as well as 


M-ls. The M-l was the stan¬ 
dard U.S. Infantry weapon in 
World War U and the Korean 
War before It was phased out 
in the 1960s. 

Gun control groups have 
opposed the sale and the Pen¬ 
tagon said the panel decided 
to study the matter further 
before considering it again in 
six weeks

WASHINGTON (L'PI) — A 
major chemical company, 
-aying It appear* Impractical 
to eliminate all cancer-caus 
ing air pollutants, has urged 
federal officials to reject a 
proposal by environment, 
lists that would reduce allow 
able carcinogenic air emis 
sion levels to zero. 

Jackson Broivnlng of Union 
Carbide Corp. told the En¬ 
vironmental Protection 
Agency that over-all cancer 
rates in the United States 
were declining, and that the 
incidence of cancer from oc¬ 
cupational sources accounted 
for only five per cent of the 
U.S. total, lie said smoking 
and diet caused 63 per cent of 
U.S. cancers. 

Browning challenged pm 
posals by the Environmental 
Defence Fund to classify 
many single chemicals or 
combinations of chemicals as 
either 'confirmed'’ or "prob¬ 
able” carcinogens and to pro¬ 
hibit air pollution containing 
such substances 


"Zero emissions for carcin¬ 
ogenic air pollutants should 
not be adopted as a stan¬ 
dard." Browning said In a 
prepared statement. "EPA 
should set a level that Is com¬ 
patible w ith the classification 
of tlte material ... and the 
risk-benefit analysis of the 
material.” 

Environmentalists argue 
that it is Impossible for scien¬ 
tists to determine a safe min¬ 
imum level for cancer-caua- 
ing substances. 

“Scientists can and do as¬ 
sert that lowering limits to 
levels achievable by the use 
of control technology can re¬ 
duce risk to the point where 
EPA can say there Is an 
ample margin of safety," 
Browning said. 

"We agree with the state¬ 
ment by Russell Train, for¬ 
mer EPA administrator, that 
'll has become increasingly 
clear that in many areas, 
risks cannot be eliminated

told lawyer Marcel Plche 
under cross-examination that 
bids were rigged to protect 
the industry from collapse, to 
maximize profits or try to 
make a profit and to avoid 
bankruptcy 

Eleven businessmen and 
nine companies are charged 
with conspiring to defraud 
the federal and Ontario gov¬ 
ernments and the Hamilton 
and Toronto harbor commis¬ 
sioners of more than $4 mil¬ 


lion by rigging dredging bids. 
Plche represents Porter and 
Richelieu Dredging Corp. 
Inc., both defendants. 

Rindress disagreed that if 
the Industry collapsed, the 
government would have to go 
back to dredging, as tt had 
done until 193* when it sold its 
fleet to Marine Industries 
Lid., another defendant. 

He told Mr. Justice Wil¬ 
liam Parker and the jury that 
it was such a common prac¬ 
tice for so many years his 
conscience had become dim. 


He said that B.K. Boulton, 
a former president of Porter, 
told him that bids had been 
fixed for 20 or 30 years before 
Rindress was hired by Porter

Cosmonauts reused wastes 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - 
Government documents Just 
released show that the old 
Atomic Energy Commission 
concealed from Congress sus¬ 
picions that more than 200 
pounds of bomb-grade 
enriched uranium might 
have .been removed secretly 
from a Pennsylvania plant in 
1965. 

Nine years later, the CIA 
said it believed Israel had 
built an atom bomb using 
uranium "partly obtained by 
clandestine means.” The 
AEC theorized in another 
dot ument made available in 
recent months that Israel re¬ 
ceived uranium smuggled 
from the Pennsylvania pro¬ 
cessing plant in the crotches 
of workmen. 


To this day. It Is not known 
whether the uranium found 
missing in an AEC check of 
the Nuclear Materials and 
Equipment Co. of Apollo, Pa., 
in April. 1965. was stolen, sold 
abroad or Just lost in sloppy 
bookkeeping. 

Assistant Energy Secre¬ 
tary Donald Kerr last week 
told the Senate Governmen¬ 
tal Affairs Committee, which 
released the documents. "We 
cannot prove to you there was 
no diversion, nor can we 
prove to you there was a di¬ 
version." 


An attempt to conceal sus¬ 
picions about the uranimum 
was contained in an Aug. -t, 
1966. letter to Congress' Joint

ager R E. Hollingsworth 
said. "We have no reason to 
believe that any of the ma¬ 
terial had been diverted to 
unauthorized use." 


But on Feb. 14. almost six 
months earlier, the commis¬ 
sion and its staff met in se¬ 
cret to discuss the missing 
uranium and probable ques¬ 
tions the congressional com¬ 
mittee would ask. 


“The basic commission po¬ 
sition should be that AEC has 
no evidence or suspicion that 
diversion had occurred; nei¬ 
ther could the commission 
say unequivocally that the 
material had not been divert¬ 
ed,” a summary of the meet¬ 
ing said. 


One explanation the staff 
prepared for Congress was 
that the plant was lax in Its 
accounting. 

The ll-page summary also 
refers to AEC chairman 
Glenn Seaborg as comment 
ing on "the desirability of 
stressing staffs theory in 
support of the belief that no 
diversion had taken place at 
NUMEC" even though doubts 
about what really happened 
were scattered through the 
document. 


From 1965 until early this 
year, the AEC. and its suc¬ 
cessor agency since 1975, the 
Nuclear Regulatory Commis¬ 
sion. insisted publicly that 
there was "no evidence" the 


uranium was stolrn or sent 
abroad. 

The AEC summary' said its 
own accounting procedures 
were based on the honesty of 
the companies It regulated, 
and If the presumption of 
honesty was removed, “the 
system did not present itself 
In the most credible light." 


‘Fate of Bhutto 
matter of laws’ 


LONDON (Reuter) —Paki¬ 
stan's chief martial law ad 
minislrator, Gen. Zia ul-Haq. 
says it is not in his power to 
spare the life of condemned 
former prime minister Zulfi- 
kar Ali Bhutto 

"Justice must be done. .." 
Zia told Britain's Indepen¬ 
dent Television News . "The 
person who has been convict¬ 
ed happened to be a politi¬ 
cian. 

"He happened to be the for¬ 
mer prime minister of Paki¬ 
stan. He happened to be 
chairman of the People's 
party. That does not make 
him above the law.” 

Bhutto was sentenced by a 
Pakistani supreme court two 
weeks ago for ordering the 
murder his political oppo¬ 
nent's father. 

Zia said free elections 
would be held in Pakistan in 
"months rather than years." 

He said, “We are all endea¬ 
voring to create an atmo¬ 
sphere where we can hold 
fair and free elections. What 
I'm looking for is an environ¬ 


ment in which to hold elec- 
lions. and more than that, to 
see that the results of the 
elections are positive. 

"Elections must bring out a 
positive result in the form of 
a stable political govern¬ 
ment." 

In New York, a caller who 
said he was a Bhutto sup¬ 
porter telephoned a bomb 
threat during a diplomatic 
reception at the Pakistani 
Mission to the United Na¬ 
tions. 

UN Secretary-General 
Kurt Waldheim and many UN 
delegates were among 500 
persons attending the lunch¬ 
time reception, marking Pak¬ 
istan's national day. 

Many guests had already 
left when the threat was re¬ 
ceived. and Pakistani offi¬ 
cials ushered out those re¬ 
maining as a police bomb 
squad searched the building, 
housing the Pakistani consul¬ 
ate-general and the UN mis 
sion. 

No explosive device was 
found and the Incident was 
considered to have been a 
hoax.

TOKYO (AP) — Protestors 
using slingshots and rocks 
Tired an opening salvo Satur¬ 
day in their latest effort to 
block Tokyo's new blllion- 
dollar Narita airport.

SAUSAGE 1 U9 
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PEA TROUBLES (L. H , Sianichton) 

The premature drying up and dying 
of your pea vines every year Is probably 
due to mildew, a fungus disease that 
shows up first as a powdery white de¬ 
posit on the leaves. The disease is 
caused by Invisible fungus spores float 
ing In the air. When these alight upon a 
leaf of a susceptible plant, given favor¬ 
able circumstances. they take root In 
the leaf and multiply, thereby Infecting 
the plant. 

Important contributing factors are 
lack of moisture at the deep root level 
and poor air circulation around and 
between the vines. This year, try bury 
ing some old rotted manure deep under 
the pea rows; this material will act as a 
sponge to absorb and hold a reserv e of 
moisture. Also, space your seeds out a 
bit more widely for better air circula¬ 
tion. 

At the first sign of mildew on the 
leaves, spray with wetable sulphur, 4 
tbsps. per gallon of water and repeat 
every 10 days. 

RING CULTURE (B.McS., Victoria) 

Ring culture is a method of growing 
greenhouse tomatoes, popular In Eng¬ 
land. in which the plants are grown In 
bottomless pots of rich soil sitting on 
beds of clean washed gravel. Liquid 
fertilfrer is applied to the soil in the 
bottomless pots and copious amounts of 
water to the gravel beds

Under these conditions, the tomato 
plants develop two entirely different 
sets of roots — fibrous feeding roots In 
the pots and fleshy water-seeking roots 
in the gravel. 

Very heavy crops of excellent toma¬ 
toes are grown In this way. and there 
are big advantages In that there are no 
beds of soil in the greenhouse to be 
changed periodically — a laborious and 
expensive process. The gravel beds can 
be washed clean by flooding between 
crops, and only the soil In the bottomless 
pots needs renewing. 

I can't see any special advantage in 
ring culture for outdoor tomatoes, 
though. 

PLANTING DAFFODILS (E J., Vic- 

torts) 

I am sorry to say that your plan for 
planting daffodils in your new front 
lawn before sowing the grass seed this 
spring Just won’t work. Apart from the 
fact that no garden shop has daffodil 
bulbs to sell In the spring, this Is the 
worst time of the whole year to plant 
them. Go ahead with the sowing of your 
grass seed, by all means, but delay the 
buying and planting of daffodil bulbs 
until fall. 

I should point out. however, that 
while deffs may be naturalized In rough 
grass for a most effective display, as In 
Beacon Hill Park, It Isn’t such a good 
idea in a formal front lawn. Daffodil 


tops must not be rut down until after 
the leaves die down naturally, and this 
means your lawn would have to remain 
rough and unmown all through the 
spring months until the bulb foliage 
ripens.. 

NON POISONOUS BERRIES (P. Y„ 

Duncan) 

The berries of the shrubs you men¬ 
tion — Berber!s. Pyrarsntha, Cotoneas 
ter and Viburnum — are not poisonous if 
eaten by your small children, although 
unripe berries could cause a stomach 
upset, just as green apples would. 

Actually, some barberry and vibur¬ 
num berries are used for making jam. 
pies, jelly and wine. 

It would be wise, though, to train 
your children never to eat any strange 
fruit or berry, for while the shrubs In 
your own garden may be innocuous, 
your neighbors’ plots may contain 
Daphne, Laburnum, Laurel, Deadly 
Nightshade or what have you. 

SEED GERMINATION (M.W..V1C- 
toria) 

Most seeds germinate best In dark¬ 
ness, but there are a few that re¬ 
quire light for vigorous germination, 
and these do best when sown on the 
surface, or very shallowly, and In ftill 
sun. Some of these are Beilis perennls. 
lobelia, autumn crocus, evening prim 
rose and Kentucky bluegrass. 
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WASHINGTON - For 
some reason, which Is hard to 
explain, my mind keeps wan¬ 
dering these days to cloning. 

I guess It all started when I 
read about the book that will 
soon be on the market, re¬ 
vealing that an anonytnous 
multi-millionaire had paid to 
have a child cloned in his own 
image. 

The author of the book says 
the millionaire, a lifelong 
bachelor, wanted to leave a 
son to posterity, but had 
found no woman whose genes 
he considered worthy of his 
own. He hired a scientist who 
took one of the man's own 
cells, had it hatched by a 
woman, cleansed it of all the 
woman's genetic material 
and then produced an identi : 
cal likeness of the rich man. 
(I'm not making this up — it’s 
all in the book.) 

Reputable scientists have 
scoffed at the story, and so 
far neither the author nor the 
publisher has produced any 
proof that it really happened. 

My concern is that perhaps 
it didn't this time, but who is 
to say in the future that it 




couldn't? Cloning could soon 
become as common as the 
Asian Flu. Once we have the 
knowledge to reproduce 
exact ddplicates of ourselves, 
with Just one cell. It's a whole 
new ball game as far as the 
human race is concerned. 

I wouldn't mind reproduc¬ 
ing a thousand persons just 
like myself, because I think 
the world needs them. But I 
definitely would be against 
one more Codsmather. He 
lives down the block and he's 
really a mess. He never 
washes his car. he lets his dog 
wander all over the neighbor 
hood, his kids skateboard In 
the middle of the street, and 
from the empty bottles In his 
garbage, he's really into gin. 

There is something wrong 
with Codsmather’s genes, 
and If we permitted his cells 
to be cloned the neighborhood 
would really go to hell. 

On the other hand there's 
Sara Lee, who works down 
the hall from my office. Sara 
Lee is beautiful, bright and a 
joy to behold. Everyone on 
the floor has always said that 
it was a pity that there was 


only one Sara Lee to go 
around. 

Columnist Robert Novak 
just told us the other day 
during a coffee break, 
"wouldn't It be wonderful If 
there was a Sara Lee for 
everybody?” 

I told him, "some day when 
they get cloning down pat 
there will be." 

Our coffee steamed with 
the thought. 

But there are many things 
that enter into the moral as¬ 
pects of cloning which we all 
must take into consideration 

If there was more than one 
Reggie Jackson would base 
ball be as Interesting? Can 
the world afford two life Nas- 
tases? Or, for that matter, 
two Robert Novaks? Would 
Farrah Fawcett Major mean 
as much to all of us if there 
were 500 of her walking 
around at the same time? Is 
there a limit to the number of 
Billy Carters the country will 
put up with? 

Once cloning becomes the 
"in" thing, teenagers are 
going to want to try it. 1 don't 
know of any parents who 


could survive with an exact 
duplicate of the teenager they 
have now. 

Another worrisome thing is 
that in the beginning, cloning 
is going to be very expensive 
and only very rich people will 
be capable of duplicating 
themselves. Therefore, until 
they get the price down, all 
we'll be able to reproduce 
wholesale will be oil and gas 
tycoons who. as they multi 
ply. will lobby for higher and 
higher prices, with the ex 
cuse that they have so many 
more mouths to feed. 

Once the middle class can 
afford cloning they will prob 
ably get Congress to pass 
laws forbidding poor people 
from doing it, because they 
won’t want to pay the extra 
welfare costs. 

The whole thing will be a 
shambles unless we start 
thinking it out today. Each 
person must search his own 
heart and ask, “do I want an 
exact duplicate of myself to 
take my place when I’m 
gone, or am I willing to abort 
my cells for the good of man 
kind?”

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' HOLLYWOOD - After .10 
years covering Hollywood 
throne toppling*, from Louis 
B. Mayer to David Begel- 
man, I have come to the con¬ 
clusion that they are never 
caused by booze, broads or 
betting. 

Ego is the villain. 

Once around 1950 when Izzy 
Freeman, who acted like a 
weathervane at MGM. 
changed his name to Dorr 
Freeman, I sensed that Here 
Schary was about to over 
throw I- B. Mayer, the most 
pow erful tycoon in the history 
of Hollywood. Some checking 
here, a few interviews there 
and a story went out on the 
AP wire (hat MGM was fight¬ 
ing two Civil Wars — one for 
the screen with Red Badge 
of Courage, the other In the 
studio between M*yer and 
Schary 


I B could have bowed out 
gracefully with a little an¬ 
nouncement in the trade 
press that he was giving up 
the arduous task of running a 
studio for the less demanding 
one of Independent produc 
lion. 

People would have said he 
deserved It and all would 
have been forgotten. 

Strangely, the story on the 
AP wire did not print locally. 
In those days of big studios. 
Los Angeles was pretty much 
of a company town. 

But L.B. read the story in 
some out-of-town paper. If 
memory serves, it was the 
Youngstown (Ohio) Vindica¬ 
tor. 

Soon I had the MGM lion on 
the phone whimpering In¬ 
stead of roaring. L.B. always 
cried In moments of crisis. 
Through his tears, he con¬ 
firmed the whole story. 


“Do 1 worry about a 
pinko?" cried L.B. Of course, 
Schary was no pinko but in 
Mayer's mind, anyone who 
voted against Alf I.andon in 
1956 was a fellow traveller. 

As Mayer told me that Nick 
Schenck, president of MGM, 
was backing Schary against 
him. L.B added. 

“Let Schary make his G- 
damned message pictures. 
When I want to send a mes¬ 
sage. I'll call Western Union. 
The pictures made by me and 
Irving Thai berg had heart. 
They entertained .. Do you 
know what the most success¬ 
ful movies ever made were' 
Andy Hardy! Clear, whole¬ 
some and with heart. Not one 
G-damn message in them.” 

\ As L.B. finished his conver¬ 
sation, he pounded his heart 
like a sledgehammer. It waa 
an Incredible sound over the 
phone. Although many pro¬ 


ducers have since taken cred 
it for the Western Union line. 
Mayer was the first to ever 
come up with it. 

Almost 30 years later to 
Begelman. When he allowed 
himself to be reinstated last 
December to his Burbank 
studio post as head of Colum 
bia movies and TV. he knew 
he was walking before a Br¬ 
ing squad. 

He too could have become 
an independent producer. Co¬ 
lumbia would have had the 
counsel of his vast expertise. 
He would even have kept his 
rent-free home in Beverly 
Hills. There would have been 
no public humiliation, no 
massive media onslaught, no 
district attorney investiga¬ 
tion. no nothing. 

But once you run a studio, 
it's hard for the ego to step 
down.

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Vancouver Island's 
first psoriasis day-care 
clinic will open at Victoria 
General Hospital on June 
1 $. 

The clinic, which will 
serve an estimated 100 pa 
tienls who have severe 
psoriasis, was made pos¬ 
sible by a $15,000 donation 
from the VGH auxiliary . 

The money, raised by 
the auxiliary over a two 
year period, will help pay 
lh« operating costs of the 
clinic, to be located on the 
top floor of the hospital's 
annex. 

VGH medical director 
Dr. Don Carlow said the 
nearest existing day-care 
clinic for psoriasis suf¬ 
ferers Is Shaughnessy 
Hospital In Vancouver 

He estimated that more 
than 3,000 local residents 
suffer some symptoms of 


psoriasis, a disease char- 

4 acterized by itching sores 

5 and scaly skin. 

^ Other than the fact that 
f (he disease is hereditary . 
; its cause is unknown, and 
. there is no permanent 
t cure. Most sufferers can 
keep it under control by 
using topical medic* 
tions, or sunlight, but in 
(he most severe cases tar 
baths which help remove 
the flaking skin and re¬ 
duce the inflammation, 
combined with high-in- 
tensity ultraviolet radia 
tion, are often needed to 
keep it under control. 
Carlow said. 

( The disease can be so 
irritating and disfiguring 
that It can bring about 
personality changes, with 
sufferers becoming with¬ 
drawn and ashamed be 
cause of their appear¬ 
ance. 

At the new psoriasis 


day-care clinic, patients 
will come daily for six to 
eight hours of treatment 
over a two-week period. 
Jean Simmons, a special 
project research assis¬ 
tant said. 

They will first receive 
“PUVA" treatments, ex¬ 
posure to intense ultravio¬ 
let radiation for up to 10 
minutes after receiving 
injections of a drug which 
enhances the curative ef¬ 
fect of the radiation. Fol¬ 
lowing that, they will be 
bathed in tar for several 
hours, Mrs. Simmons 
said 

The clinic will include 
an activity room where 
■hose taking the tar treat 
ment will be able to read 
books, watch television, 
talk and eat their lunches 
A quiet room will be avail 
able for night-shift work 
ers, and for counselling 
those who wish to be alone 


while taking the (real- 
mem. 

Facilities will also be 
available for removing 
the sticky tar, which has 
lo be rubbed off at the end 
of each treatment. 

The clinical staff will 
Initially consist of a regis 
tered nurse with expert 
cnee in treating skin prob¬ 
lems. Other staff may be 
added as the need arises 
Entry to the program will 
be by referral from a der 
matologist.

Law society o pen to prosecution? 

Ad ban 4 out of step’ 


VANCOUVER (CP) - A 
city lawyer has told a British 
Columbia Law Society bear¬ 
ing that the society is open to 
criminal prosecution because 
its regulation forbidding law 
yen from advertising is out 
of step with a federal anti- 
monopoly statute. 

Frank Murphy, a senior 
partner with Farris and Co., 
told a society disciplinary 
hearing that the advertising 
ban goes against the two- 
year-old Combines investiga 
tion Act, which forbids any 
restriction on advertising of 
an informational nature. 

A three-member comittee 
of benchers—the governing 
body of the legal profession— 
is bearing a disciplinary ac 
tion brought agatnt North 
Vancouver lawyer Donald 
Jabour by the society. 

Jabour Is accused of pro¬ 
fessional misconduct for 
placing four newspaper ad¬ 
vertisements announcing the 
opening of his clinic and 
quoting a sample price list 
and services offered in the 
ads and on an illuminated 
sign outside the clinic. 

Jabour, a former chairman 
of the B.C. Legal Services 
Commission, says that the 
three rules in the professional 
conduct handbook which pro¬ 
hibit advertising—other than 
a small advertisement an¬ 
nouncing the opening of a 
new office—are void because 
they are contrary to the Com¬ 
bines Investigation Act. 

He also says the Informa¬ 
tion he is providing about 
services and prices is wanted 
by the public and is “the most 
important issue facing the 
legal profession.” 

Murphy, who helped draft 
the combines act. agreed 
Thursday with Tex Enemark. 
deputy minister of consumer 
and corporate affairs, that it 
is not clear how much power 
the federal act gives the pro¬ 
vincial legal profession lo 
regulate advertising. 

Murphy said in a dispute 
over whether the federal act 
is constitutional “the courts 
may be a little more lenient 
when It comes to the law pro¬ 
fession" but he said he doubts 


whether the provincial Legal 
Professions Act. which gives 
the law society regulatory 
powers over Its members, 
would have precedence over 
the federal statute. 

Enemark chastised the law 
society for not taking the ini¬ 
tiative earlier to amend its 
regulations 

He said as deputy minister 
he has found the law society 
neither open nor co-operative 
in dealing with a complaint of 
alleged unscrupulous be¬ 
havior on the part of a B.C. 
lawyer. 

“F'rom whal we hear, the 
law soctdTy did not make any 
attempt to get in touch with 
the law firm the lawyer was 
with at the time, or the com¬ 
plainant.” Enemark said. 

Howie Hamilton, of Pentic¬ 
ton. chairman of the hearing, 
said the matter would be 
looked into Immediately 

Enemark also said that his 
office finds that lawyers 
make more errors than do-it- 
yourself enthusiasts who 
complete .their own Incor¬ 
poration documents. 

He said his office receives a 
significant number of com- 
plaints about legal fees, hour¬ 
ly charges, and the way in 
which standard legal ser 
vices are handled 


Lawyer Jim Macaulay, 
acting for the law society, 
said Jabour’s advertiament 
and a free brochure available 
at hia clinic are of a promo¬ 
tional rather than an Infor¬ 
mational nature. 

Enemark said If anything 
in the ada or brochures were 


not factual, Jabour would 
then be liable for misleading 
advertising. 

Hamilton said the three- 
member hearing likely will 
decide on the facts of the case 
and make recommendations 
to the benchers.

WASHINGTON (UPI) - The U.S. Air Force * $128 5 
million AWACS commend post planes soon will fly e new 
kind of "war" against the airborne smugglers who hedgehop 
across the Mexican border with marijuana, heroin and other 
drugs. 

The AWACS — for Airborne Warning and Control 
System — was designed to provide early radar warning 
against Soviet MIG fighter attack In Europe and elsewhere 

Now, officials say they expect to have the giant radar 
planes in use along the l.flOO-mile Mexican border from 
Texas to California around May 1. 

Officially, the flights will be training missions for 
AWACS crews — but U.S. Customs Service inspectors 
also will be on board. 

Customs sleuths now use ground radar and their own 
force of light planes against the smuggler-pilots who 
• ne*k in from Mexico through mountain passes or Just 
above the treetops. 

Because the smugglers usually fly at night and a* 
low as 200 feet, the agents have had only limited sue- 
res*. 

Includes professionals 

East year, inspectors snared 57 planes.and seized 
marijuana worth about $10 million. 

They estimate 80 to 90 per cent of airborne smugglers 
— including professionals who carry Mexican heroin 
and other hard drugs — may be getting through undetect, 
ed. 

Smugglers In some cases now are using executive Jets 
that can easily outrun customs planes. 

Sources say most of the successful "busts" must be 
credited to electronic bugs agents planted aboard the 
'•muggier planes before they took off. That allowed the 
planes to be tracked to their destinations. 

Officials hope AWACS, with Its sophisticated down¬ 
ward-looking radar that can peer into mountain valleys, 
will change that situation. 

Isolated airports 

in one test, an AWACS tracked three customs planes 
from takeoff to landing on low-level flights. Agents could 
have been waiting on the ground when the smugglers landed 
at isolated airports. 

Despite complaints In Congress about the high cost 
of the converted 707 Jetliners with flying saucer-shaped 
radar domes on their backs, the Air Force so far has 
bought six Of the planes. It plans to buy 28 more. 

An AWACS flying over Washington at its normal al- 
titude of more than 30.000 feet has used computers to simul¬ 
taneously track hundreds of aircraft In the air between 
New York and South Carolina. 

On the U.S.-Mexico frontier, two of the planes could 
walch from Tijuana on the California border to Laredo 
in Texas. 

Most AWACS training flights are flown along the 
northern and coastal U.S. borders that would be most 
threatened by air attack. But Air Force sources said the 
big planes can easily be routed along the Mexican border 
between those areas and their home station at Tinker 
Air Force Base. Okla. 


Pot samples 
contaminated 

PALO ALTO, Calif (UPI) — A laboratory deluged by 
more than 2,000 samples of marijuana from throughout 
the nation is discovering more than one Ih five to be 
contaminated by the Mexican herbicide Paraquat, the lab 
reports. 

Since U.S. health authorities warned recently that 
smoking marijuana contaminated by the herbicide could 
cause fibrosis — permanent scarring of lung tissue — 
samples sent to the lab have jumped from a handful to an 
average of 400 per day 

Pharm-Chem Foundation offers a free testing service 
tn users of illicit street drugs, keeping identities anony 

mous. 

John Kotecki. executive director of Pharm-Chem Foun¬ 
dation. said Initial tests on the samples showed more 
lhan 22.2 percent were contaminated.' 

Some Mexican samples, particularly large quantities 
reaching areas on the San Francisco penisula. were 
running as high as 50 per cent contaminated. Kotecki said. 

In another discovery of potential hazard from the Mexi 
can herbicide. Dr. David Smith, founder and director 
of the Haight-Ashbury Free Medical Clinic in San Fran¬ 
cisco, told UPI three cases of persons suffering from pul 
monary hemorrhage have been linked to smoking mari¬ 
juana heavily contaminated by Paraquat 

"We can’t say positively the lung hemorrhaging Is be 
cause of the contaminated dope." Dr. Smith said, "but 
we haven't run into this before." 

At a Washington. D.C.. news conference earlier this 
month. NORML — National Organization for Reform of 
Marijuana Laws — announced It was filing suit to stop U.S. 
funding for the Mexican herbicide spraying. 

About $13.3 million is funded for the spraying program 
for fiscal 1978, according to NORML's suit 

Mexico is reportedly the source for about 80 per cent of 
the marijuana reaching U.S consumers

I'nenhanced picture of shroud fare 

Light burst 
Christ-like? 


NEW YORK (AP) — Some scientists interested in 
tlie ancient Shroud of Turin say a burst of energy like 
that scripturally associated with Christ’s resurrection 
may have left the puzzling image of a human figure 

The type of imprint, they say. seems impossible to 
duplicate even with present-day technological knowl¬ 
edge 

A group of scientists at the Los Alamos Sceintific 
Laboratory in New Mexico has cited these factors, and 
wants a chance for further tests on the shroud to try to 
resolve some of the problems about it 

Traditionally said to be the burial shroud of Jesus, 
it is to be exhibited this fall for the first time since 1933. 
Some technical investigators were allowed to examine 
it in 1973. 

KEPT GUARDED 

They reported they were unable to date it with 
certainty or to determine the cause of the image, 
claimed to be that of Christ. It is-kept guarded in a 
Roman Catholic chapel in Turin. Italy./ ^ 

The Los Alamos griwip. working with other scien¬ 
tists in analysing pictures taken of the shroud, says it 
is convinced the 4.3- by 1.2-metre shroud is an authen 
tic burial cloth, woven of linen typically used in Jew 
ish burials in the Holy Land about 30 AD. approximat 
ing the date of Jesus’s crucifixion 

But whether it ever covered Jesus's body. and 
w hat produced the strange image, are questions still to 
be resolved, and the scientists are seeking permission 
for an international team to make non destructive 
tests to try to find some answers. 

Is tor the mystery of the image, Ray Rogers, a 
physical chemist of the Los Alamos design engineer 
mg division, says: *i am forced to conclude that the 
image was formed by a burst of radiant energy—light 
if you like.” 

ANALOGY DRAWN 

That view squares with scriptural references to a 
Juddering and brilliance from heaven and the sin 
gular transformation of Christ at the moment of 
resurrection Easter Sunday after three days in the 
tomb. 

A statement from the'Los Alamos Laboratory 
operated by the University of California for the U.S. 
energy department, says one scientific hypothesis 
draws an analogy between the mysterious images on 
the shroud and the fact that images were formed on 
stones by fireball radiation from the atomic bomb 
at Hiroshima.” 

Rogers said ‘There is really no way we can 
explain the image, but we do know it was not painted 
and it was not produced by slow heating.” 

The scientists say the front and back images on 
the cloth are anatomically correct in every detail if a 
crucified man had been w rapped in it. They show a tall 
n.an, with majestic countenance, his hands crossed, 
with the imprints of nails through the wrists and feel, 
the right side of the chest pierced—as Wks Jesus’s 
side. 

Permission for tests would have to come from the 
Roman Catholic Church, which has charge of the 
relic, and from the legal owner, the deposed ex-king 
Umberto of Italy, whose family acquired it in 1452 


Secret study 
says 11 sites 
beat estuary

A confidential report for 
the fish and wildlife 
branch names 11 coastal 
sites that would be more 
appropriate for industrial 
development than the 
Cowichan estuary. 

But the report has been 
"locked up" since its sub 
mission to the recreation and 
conservation ministry in Jan 
uary. one of its authors, con 
suiting biologist Ted Burns of 
Victoria, said Saturday 
Recreation and Conserve 
(ion Minister Sam Bawlf was 
unavailable tor comment, bui 
a spokesman for the ministry 
said Saturday that “my as¬ 
sumption is that the minister 
is studying the reports." 

The report, by Bums and 
consulting biologist Rob 
Falls, names II sites from 
the Metchosin area to Camp 
bell River 

The report says three sites 
in the Cowichan Bay area 
would be suitable for indus¬ 
trial development, and that 
one in particular "seems to 
offer a good alternative for 
development in the Cowichan 
River estuary 
Burns said the names of 
the 11 sites should remain 
confidential because land 
owners would jack up their 
selling prices. 

A covering letter with the 
report on alternative sites 
says: “It is very important 
that the site information re¬ 
mains as confidential as pos- 
. sible for obvious reasons. Re 
port distribution should 
probably be at first limited to 
the (fish and wildlife) branch 
and the British Colufnbia De¬ 
velopment Corporation " 

The report proposes a mor¬ 
atorium on future and pend 
ing development at the the 
Cowichan estuary and asso 
dated wetlands, until the 
over-all suitability of one site 
in particular is determined. 

The report lists the current 
industrial use of the site 
A copy of the report, ti 
lied Confidential: For Limit 
ed Distribution Only. A Sur ‘ 
vey of Possible Coastal 
Industrial Sites on Southeast 
Vancouver Island from an 
Ecological Viewpoint, was 
obtained by The Colonist 
Applications of five com 
panies to develop or expand 
on the Cowichan River es 
tuary—Doman Industries. Is¬ 
land Shake and Shingle. West 
era Energy. Hidden Valley 
Sawmills and B.C. Forest 
Products—were being pro¬ 
cessed by the environment 
ministry. 

Doman's saw mill and West- 
can Terminals Ltd. already 
have industrial sites on the 
Cowichan estuary. 

Burns said in an interview 
Saturday that the Cowichan 
estuary had become an "en¬ 
vironmental slum" and that it 
would be feasible to "clean 
the industry out of there and 
pul a proper zoning boundary 
at the end of the wet forest and 
extend the boundary up to 
Cowichan Lake and the flood 
plain." 

Burns said the Cowichan 
estuary was "one of the finest 


estuaries in Canada" and that 
the provincial government 
should recognize it as such 
The estuary is a waterfowl 
sanctuary and has sport and 
commercial coho fishery es¬ 
timated at $1.5 million a year 
Environmentalists and fish 
ermen maintain that it is 
the wrong place for industri 
at development 


The report says the tl po 
tcntial industrial sites, if de

Cook special 
in this week 

Two hundred years ago this coming Wednesday, 
(wo small sailing ships hove to in Nootka Sound for a 
brief visit to effect some repairs before they attempt 
ed to find the fabled Northwest Passage. 

They were (he Resolution and Discovery, under 
the command of Captain James Cook, and the visit, 
although seemingly of little importance at the time to 
the crews—who placed more value on the "paradise" 
of the South Seas—was crucial in leading to Britain's 
claim to the West Coast of North America, including 
alt of what is now British Columbia. 

The two craft, smaller than many pleasure yachts 
on the seas today, left after the crewmen spent a 
month repairing the masts and recaulking the hulls 
and in their spare lime trading metal and trinkets for 
sea otter furs and fraternizing with the Nootka In¬ 
dians. 

The valur of the furs wasn't realized until the 
vessels reached China nearly a year later, but the visit 
laid the foundation (or generations of traders to come 
to what is now B.C., and later for the permanent 
settlement of Vancouver Island. 

In recognition of Cook's contribution to Canada 
and the world in general, the Colonist on Wednesday 
will publish a four-page Bicentennial Special. 

It recounts, partly in the great navigator-explor¬ 
er's own words, his visit to the West Coast of Vancou¬ 
ver Island, the unsuccessful attempt to find the North¬ 
west Passage, and Cook's murder, nearly a year later, 
by Hawaiian natives who thought he was a god.

Cool, clear water Is in order for seed orchard trees near Duncan 

This spray is harmless 


DUNCAN — Relax, concerned citlaens of Dun¬ 
can, the B.C. Forest Service is not spraying chemi 
cals over its seed orchard. 

Here's the situation: At its Koksilah nursery site 
nn the outskirts of Duncan, the forest service has a 
10-acre seed orchard. In it are growing Douglas fir 
trees, and some of them are about 20 feet tall. 

They are being carefully tended to produce high- 
quality seed for the province’s reforestation pro¬ 
gram. 

> Current warm temperatures are causing the seed 
orchard trees to flower at the same time as other 
firs In the area are flowering. This means the 
ochard tree will be cross-pollinated with the less¬ 
er quality species nearby, which would defeat the 
whole objective of the seed orchard program 


So the forest service is sprinkling the seed or¬ 
chard with water. 

This, explains Jenji Konishi, an official of the 
reforestation division, reduces the temperature 
and delays the flowering process 

The watering is done with a recently-completed 
underground sprinkler system. The delay in flower¬ 
ing time has additional values: It reduces the 
chance of damage by frosts and lessens the possi¬ 
bility of damage in insects. 

With the spray reaching a considerable height, a 
number of people have wondered if the trees are 
being treated with some form of chemical. 

“It’s just water?' Konishi says, "but we appreci¬ 
ate the fact that people are concerned enough to 
ask about the operation."

Minister outlines new path 
in federal housing sector 


NANAIMO — Federal 
Urban Affairs Minister 
Andre Ouellet spoke to mem 
bers of the Vancouver Island 
Heal Estate Board and to stu¬ 
dents at Nanaimo's Mala 
>pina College on a quirk 
swing through the Central 
Vancouver Island last week 
Ouellet outlined changes in 
the federal government's 
housing policy for the 70 real- 
tors attending a luncheon 
meeting, and talked with the 
students about national unity. 

The minister said that the 
new federal housing policy is 
a result of requests from a 
lederal provincial confer 
ence some months ago to 
-peed up and improve public 
housing pitlrformance. 

Particularly in the areas of 
housing units for senior citi¬ 
zens and people of low in¬ 
come, the performance has 
not been good. Ouellet said 
To speed up buying and 
building of those types of 
units, the federal government 
will adupl a new policy re 
garding loans, the minister 
said. 

Instead of luaning money 
Inr such projects, the federal 
government will use its 
money to reduce the interest 
rates of the loans to one per 

rem< ___ 

Non profit groups will bor¬ 
row the money for the old-age 
and low-income projects on 
Ihe regular mortgage mar¬ 
ket. and then apply to the 
federal government to have 
the interest rate reduced to 
one per cent through govern¬ 
ment grants 

Ouellet said that the feder 
al government will also en¬ 
courage such Units to be pur¬ 


chased on the “best-buy" 
pulley. This means that not 
only will the projects be new 
construction, but could be ex¬ 
isting buildings, or buildings 
lhat need renovation. 

This policy, he said, will 
help get rid of housing inven 
lory that the federal govern¬ 
ment knows is now on the 
market. 

Another new housing policy 
of the federal government is 
to encourage graduated pay 
ment mortgages 

This type of mortgage, 
which is becoming popular in 


The United States, allows 
young families to buy homes 
at a lower monthly payment 
than normal, and pay an in¬ 
creasing rale as income goes 
up 

Ouellet said that the feder 
al government has been talk 
ing to the major lending insti¬ 
tutions about the graduated 
mortgage payments. 

“The time has come to 
make such mortgages pos¬ 
sible in Canada and the lend 
ing institutions are ready to 
move in." he said. 

He said that the govern 


ment believes the private 
sector is better equipped to 
deliver the types of housing 
Canadians need, and for this 
reason the federal govern¬ 
ment stays out of the market 
except to assist In low-income 
and senior citizen housing 
and in making mortgages 
possible for those who might 
not be able to otherwise af¬ 
ford them. 

The country, he said, 
should double its rate of con¬ 
struction of senior citizen 
housing, and it is hoped the 
changes in policy will speed 
up the process

He said that the country's 
performance in creating jobs 
had been outstanding over 
the past five years. An aver¬ 
age of some 235.000 jobs a 
year had been created, he 
said, better than any other 
major country in the world 
But, in spite of this, the 
work force has been growing 
at such a rate that there are 
unemployment problems. 

The federal government, 
along with the provincial gov 
emments and industry, have 
done their utmost to create 
jobs, Ouellet said, but they 
simply cannot create mira 
cles. 

He said federal-provincial 
agreements plus major 
projects such as the Alcan 
pipeline will create even 
more jobs. 

The minister was asked 
why the federal government 
did not make local property 
taxes and mortgage interest 
deductible from federal in¬ 
come tax. 

The effect of such a deduc¬ 
tion. said Ouellet, would be to 
help higher income taxpay¬ 
ers more than lower income 
people. The more expensive a 
person's house, the more his 
lax deduction, he said, and 
this would not have the de¬ 
sired effect of helping lower 
income people while keeping 
government revenues high. 

In answer to a critic of the 
government's Assisted Home 
Ownership Plan and Assisted 
Rental Plan. Ouellet said that 
the programs had worked 
well in some areas and not so 
well in others.

John¬ 
stone and Associates, ad¬ 
vised council that due to 
competition from other 
building sites already avail¬ 
able. private development 
prospects were marginal if 
Ihe developer had to pur¬ 
chase the site and install ser¬ 
vices to municipal standards. 

I nder the proposal, profits 
were to be spilt on a pro-rata 
basis after the sale of sites. 
The value for the site would 
be set at half the net profit 
and the remaining half of the 
net profit would then be split 
pro rata.

QUALICUM BEACH—The 
Qualicum Beach village coun¬ 
cil recently presented a tenta-' 
five community plan for the 
municipality. The council 
hopes to be able to retain the 
village atmosphere in spite of 
a rapidly-increasing popula 
lion which it is estimated will 
double to about 4,000 in the 
next 10 years. 

The residents of Qualicum 
Beach have chosen to live 
here for many reasons, but 
mainly because of the climate 
and the desirable location, 
combined w Ith the attractions 
of village life. Most of them 
enjoy the convenience of a 
small shopping area with all 
services within walking dis¬ 
tance of their homes. In addi 
lion, the beach, open spaces, 
the golf course, the abun¬ 
dance of trees, the view of the 
sea and mountains all com¬ 
bine to create a pleasant and 
satisfactory atmosphere 

The area at present desig¬ 
nated for commercial activity 
is judged to be adequate to 
serve the projected popula 
tion of the village. Small indi¬ 
vidual shops, rather than 
large malls should be en¬ 
couraged in order to retain, 
the village flavor as recom¬ 
mended in the planning study 
of William Graham Consul¬ 
tants. 

In keeping with this, cus¬ 
tomer parking should be pro¬ 
vided with access from First 
Avenue and Fern Road to fa¬ 
cilitate w alking access both to 
and between the stores locat¬ 
ed on Second Avenue. 

The light Industrial and ser¬ 
vice trades area should not be 
expanded into either the com¬ 
mercial or residential areas. 
If Ihe area zoned for this pur 
pose becomes filled, the addi 
tional space might be provid¬ 
ed at the sanitary land fill site 
or adjacent to the airport, or 
on the southern boundary of 
Ihe village. 

The tourist commercial 
area should be able to meet 
the foreseeable demand for 
tourist accommodation with 
perhaps a greater utilization 
of the present sites. However, 
the public area should be ex¬ 


panded when feasible through 
acquisition of beach property 
by the village of Qualicum 
Beach. Public waterfront fa 
cilities may be constructed 
where feasible as need arises 
and funds permit 
Qualicum Beach has a good 
quantity of parkland, both 
developed and undeveloped. 
As population increases in 
some sections. It is desirable 
lhat additional neighborhood 
parks of various sizes should 
be added, with reference to 
the recreation master plan. 
This can be done through 
grants, purchases or by trad¬ 
ing land. 

The extremely-popular. 
privately-owned recreation 
facility, the golf course, 
should always remain a golf 
course under any clrcum 
stances. Besides its recre¬ 
ation value, more than any¬ 
thing else, it sets the scenic 
tone of the village. 

In addition, geographic fea 
tures which have value or 
recreational appeal, such as 
water courses, ravines and 
historic sites should be ac 
quired by the v illage and set 
aside for public uses 
Much of Qualicum Beach 
has been dev eloped as single 
family dwelling sites. In par 
ticular, the area north of the 
so-called Qualicum bypass 
should remain predominantly 
single-family-zoned. Those 
exceptions, however, such as 
tourist commercial in this 
area, should not be*s!owly 
phased out through applies-' 
tion of non-conforming regu¬ 
lations. but rather where fea¬ 
sible, should be rezoned to 
reflect current use. 

In the remainder of the resi¬ 
dential areas, duplexes may¬ 
be constructed In a scattered 
pattern as laid out in the zon¬ 
ing regulations. In addition, in 
selected development areas 
multiple-family dwellings 
may be constructed. 

Agricultural land within the 
v illage shall remain zoned as 
rural residential. This land 
will not be provided with full 
services, for example sewers. 

The implications of this 
plan are that the village of 
Qualicum Beach shall remain 
a residential area with good 
recreational facilities 


Case of birds, bees lands in council’s lap 


TORT ALBERNI - Stories 
about the birds and the bees 
arc not always provocative, 
as witness the account of one 
local resident during last 
week's city council meeting 
According to Henry Ho- 
geweide, his immediate 
neighbor has for years kept a 
■ large number of exotic 
birds" in his back yard. 

These have been the source 
of a number of complaints 
Irom Hogeweide and other 
neighbors because of the ex¬ 


cessive noise and the "rare 
odors" emanating from the 
cages in warm weather, but 
to no avail. 

Two years ago. the neigh¬ 
bor also took to keeping bees 
on his property, which ac¬ 
cording to Hogeweide are a 
greater nuisance than the 
birds. 

Last summer, he recount¬ 
ed. the bees invaded a couch 
loaded on his back yard 
patio, which meant that no 
one could go Into the yard for 


fear of being stung. He got rid 
of the bees only after damag 
ing the couch and being the 
victim of several stings. 

What, he asked, could 
council do about it, since his 
neighbor was an "unreason¬ 
able man.” 

Aid George McKnighl sug¬ 
gested that the neighborhood 
be investigated regarding its 
-status under the law for 
keeping bees, 

"If, as I suspect. It is 
against city ordinance to 


keep bees in this particular 
locale." the person "should 
be so adv ised and told to get 
rid of his bees." McKnighl 
said. 

He made a motion to this 
effect, which passed unani¬ 
mously. 

In other business, council 
was approached by A. G. Car¬ 
dinal. a local businessman 
who is experiencing prob 
lems with both his residential 
and business property zon 
ing 


Cardinal told council that 
he had proceeded with reno¬ 
vations to his home, adding 
an in-law suite to the second 
floor, on the assurance that 
he could obtain the necessary 
change in zoning to accom¬ 
modate them. 

Subsequently, the city had 
advised that council had re¬ 
fused the zoning on terms 
that it did not meet with the 
city's long-range planning 
In connection with his busi 
ness premises, which he was 


about to enlarge, the city was 
asking him to send some 9500 
in having the property sur¬ 
veyed with the object of con¬ 
solidating the three lets on 
which it was built into one. He 
wished to know If this was 
necessary. 

On this first issue. Aid. 
McKnighl said that the coun¬ 
cil had possibly acted some¬ 
what “hastily," and that he 
felt the matter should be re¬ 
considered. It was possible, 
he said, that a land-use con¬ 


tract would allow the renova¬ 
tions. His motion to this ef¬ 
fect was passed. 

On the second matter. City 
Manager Jim Sawyer ad¬ 
vised Cardinal that there was 
no way the city could get 
around the requirement for 
consolidation of the lots In 
order for Cardinal to obtain 
the zoning he wished. 

Cardinal insisted that the 
zoning on his premises had 
been changed without his

Nuclear puzzle deepens 


Cosmonauts reused wastes 


■WASHINGTON (UPI) — 
Government documents just 
released show that the old 
Atomic Energy Commission 
concealed from Congress sus¬ 
picions that more than 200 
pounds of bomb-grade 
enriched uranium might 
have been removed secretly 
from a Pennsylvania plant in 
1965. 


Nine years later, the CIA 
said it believed Israel had 
built an atom bomb using 
.uranium "partly obtained by 
cltndestine means.” The 
AEC theorized in another 
document made available in 
recent months that Israel re¬ 
ceived uranium smuggled 
from the Pennsylvania pro¬ 
cessing plant in the crotches 
of w orkmen. 


To this day. it is not known 
whether the uranium found 
missing in an AEC check of 
the Nuclear Materials and 
Equipment Co, of Apollo, Pa., 
in April, 1965, was stolen, sold 
abroad or Just lost in sloppy 
bookkeeping. 

Assistant Energy Secre¬ 
tary Donald Kerr last week 
told the Senate Governmen¬ 
tal Affairs Committee, which 
released the documents, "We 
cannot prove to you there was 
no diversion, nor can we 
prove to you there was a di¬ 
version.” 

An attempt to conceal sus¬ 
picions about the uranimum 
way contained in an Aug. 4. 
1966, letter to Congress' Joint 
Committee on Atomic En-

ergy. In it. AEC general man 
ager R E. Hollingsworth 
said, “We have no reason to 
believe that any of the ma¬ 
terial had been diverted to 
unauthorized use.” 

But on Feb. 14. almost six 
months earlier, the commis¬ 
sion and its staff met In se¬ 
cret to discuss the missing 
uranium and probable ques¬ 
tions the congressional com¬ 
mittee would ask. 


"The basic commission po¬ 
sition should be that AEC has 
no evidence or suspicion that 
diversion had occurred; nei¬ 
ther could the commission 
say unequivocally that the 
material had not been divert¬ 
ed," a summary of the meet¬ 
ing said. 


One explanation the staff 
prepared for Congress was 
that the plant was lax in its 
accounting. 


The 11-page summary also 
refers to AEC chairman 
Glenn Seaborg as comment¬ 
ing on "the desirability of 
stressing staffs theory in 
support of the belief that no 
diversion had taken place at 
NUMEC" even though doubts 
about what really happened 
were scattered through the 
document. 

From 1965 until early this 
year, the AEC, and its suc¬ 
cessor agency since 1975, the 
Nuclear Regulatory Commis¬ 
sion, insisted publicly that 
there was "no evidence" the

HOUSTON (UPI) - The

server of the Russian space 
program. 

’’This is a great weight 
saving for them,” Air Force 
Capt James Oberg reported 
at a recent symposium of the 
American Institute of Aero¬ 
nautics and Astronautics. 


"They are recycling 95 per 
cent of the water they are 
using." 

American astronauts do 
not recycle wastewater for 
drinking. 

Oberg. who was not speak 
ing as a representative of 
NASA or the Air Force, pre¬ 
dicted within two years cos¬ 
monauts would recycle air 
and grow food in space and 
new Soviet space endurance 
records were likely during 
the next few months. 


Oberg also said Soviet 
project managers used voice 
stress analysis to monitor the 
mental health of cosmonauts 
in space, and used video¬ 
tapes. radio programs, news 
from home and in-flight com¬ 
munication to keep them 
happy. 

Oberg said he knew very 
littlq about any Russian 
space shuttle reportedly sim¬ 
ilar to that being developed 
by the U.S., but be said, “It 


sounds logical." He said it 
was probably smaller than its 
American counterpart. 

The Russians were also 
usiaf a new single-size spa- 
cesuit that was adjustable lor 
different size cosmonauts 
and could be put on In five 
minutes, Oberg said. 

He said their likely next 
advance would be creation of 
a multi-modular space sta¬ 
tion tn orbit, a major step 
toward manned interplane¬ 
tary travel.

Later. W. C. Mainwaring. when he 
came to Victoria as B.C. Electric 


walked slowly. Mrs. Ay I ward wqs 
breezy Irish, dearly loved by 
everyone, and perhaps the doctor was 
Irish, too.

Left a widower. I)r. Aylward, ex¬ 
cept lor his profession, became 
almost a recluse at the Tweedsmuir.

Baron Tweedsmuir died in office 
in Ottawa in 1940 

The Earl of Athlone followed 
Tweedsmuir as governor-general and 
commander-in-chief of Canada. 

(The governor-general, not the 
Prime Minister, is the head of state in 
Canada. 


THE KARL OF ATHLONE was 

Royal, and likewise his consort, the 
Princess Alice, she still living, well 
into her nineties, in I guidon * Ken 
sington Palace. 

Athlone had been Prince \lcx 
andcr ol Teck. Teck. being a German 
name, was outlawed by King George 
V in ihe 1914-18 war, to the annoyance 
of Prince Algv.'. who. according to 
his widow, in her memoirs, said such 
a change was a lot ot slufl *ind noil 
sense. 

As Prince Alexander, \thloiic 
had first come to Victoria in 1901 as 
part of the vast suite ol lus sister and

Phoenician lore had a similar 
story, and the Chinese a fable that the 
first man sprang from an egg dropped 
from the heavens In fact the egg as a 
symbol of death and life appears with 
nearly every’ race; the shell the tomb, 
when it is broken, new life! 


Tin: OLD ALCHEMISTS used a 
vessel shaped like an egg. called a 
ludel. It was placed in a furnace to act 
as an incubator to hatch the 
philosopher, a stone which was to turn 
lead to gold. 

A famous Finnish epic tells of the 
creation of the world from the broken 
egg of a teal. 

llawaiians believed that their 
largest island was formed by the 
bursting of an egg dropped from the 
sky.

WHEN CHRISTIANITY became 
accepted, the egg was adopted as the 
symbol ol new life. In some countries 
they were dyed red in memory of the

IN THE EARLY 1890s eggs were 
decorated by scratch carving. 

A dyed egg was lavishly or¬ 
namented by scratching out a design 
with a needle. Such early eggs are col¬ 
lector s items today. 

Easter egg trees were made in 
Germany. Small evergreens were 
placed on tables and ornamented with 
blown dyed eggs

It is not known when or how llie 
dyeing of eggs became popular. It is 
thought that the Crusaders brought 
the idea baek to Europe. 

The Macedonians were the first 
Christians to use eggs at Easter 
Children dyed them and sold them in 
(lie marketplace. 


THE BELIEF Jliat eggs had 
curative powers was common. The 
Pennsylvania Dutch valued eggs laid 
on Good Friday. These were used to 
cure goiter, and if handled carefully 
would protect a house from lightning. 

In England eggs have always had 
an important place in Easter 
customs. Even at (lie time of Edward 
I. who died in 1S07. decorated eggs 
were used, stained or covered in gold 
leal 


In Austria eggs were covered with 
tiny flowers which were bound to 
them with fine thread and the eggs 
then dy ed 

In the Eastern Netherlands people 
made eggs of Saxon origin called Sas¬ 
sy Easter eggs. They were covered 
w ith flowers wrapped in onion skins, 
then cloth and boiled. Some children 
still make them by this method 
Belgian children make nests of hay 
and hide them on Easter Eve. They 
know the rabbit will fill them with 
colored eggs on Easter morning 


EASTER EGGS have always had a 
special meaning in Russia. Even to¬ 
day those of the Eastern Orthodox 
faith take their decorated eggs to 
church on Easter Eve to be blessed 

The country is world-renowned for 
beautiful eggs Few are more famous 


than those mack* by Faberge for the 
Russian rulers. 

During the revolution many were 
taken out of Russia and are now in 
museums for their intricate patterns 
calk'd ■‘pysanky.”

Flowers stand lor love and charity, 
pfne trues or wheat for eternal youth 
ami in .1 itii a Im for MfUbpoot --i 
wishes, a horse or reindeer symbolize

PACE EGG ROLUNG is held on 
Easter Monday in northern England 
Pace is a corruption of the old word 
lor Easter, Pusch. from the Hebrew 
lor the Passover. One of the most at¬ 
tractive places lor this custom is 
Avcnham Park in Lancashire. Here 
children roll dyed or painted eggs 
down a grassy slope from a tree- 
covered hill. 

In the United States a similar egg 
rolling is also held on Easter Monday 
on the south lawn of the White House 
for children under the age of 12. 


IN THE ORIENT the egg is 

featured in rfiany customs To the 
Chinese it is a sign of good luck and 
happiness, its smooth shape a sign ot 
well-being, its lack of comers, tran¬ 
quility. Red-dyed eggs arc given when 
children are born. The Japanese knew 
nothing of Easter until missionaries 
OUkie Id tin ir country, but now they 
make exquisite porcelain eggs which 
are hand-painted and given as gifts.

Victoria's Own Tall Ship 


Thai Victoria once had a tail 
ship on her own port register is 
unknown lo most newcomers and 
usually forgotten by longer time 
residents. Yet once her name 
shone as the Thermopylae Club 
celebrated in 1968. the centennial 
of the launching of the clipper 
Thermopylae. From 1891 to 
I 895 Victoria was her home port. 

Revived by ibis year's celebration oi the 
bicentennial ol Captain James Cook's arrival on 
this coast is an interest in the years of the tall ships, 
that time of heroism, suffering, daring and just 
plain, dogged endurance . and of beauty, the 
beauty of those high-masted, wide-sparred square- 
rigged ships, among whom loveliest were those 
racers of tlx* sea. the tea clippers And admired 
even amt mg these winners was the Thermopylae 
and Victoria had. from 1881 to 1885 tlx* honor of hav¬ 
ing this world-admired ship on her port 
register.

THAT THE THERMOPYLAE was superlative 
l\ lovely as attested to even by a firm-minded 


lams, hi ought a big market tor rice. For the king 
lournry across the Pacific with this cargo the wind- 
powered ship uttered advantage. 

In 1880 tlx? Mount Royal Milling Company ol 
Montreal bought tlx* Thermopylae to serve between 
Puget Sound and the Orient. A partner in this linn 
was a Mr Ross, a man also associated with the 
Robert Reford Company of Montreal. This associa¬ 
tion resulted in Robert Reford, junior, having his 
first business experience as resident-manager ol 
Thcrmophylac s affairs when the vessel began 
bringing her rice cargoes to the rice mill that then 
occupied the older part of the Capital Iron building 
then numbered 84-86 Store Street.

MOST INFORMED LINK with the story ot 
Thermopylae in Victoria is today Mr V.ric Retold 
ol Montreal, son of Robert, junior. 

\llhough the Canadian company lias bought 
Thermopylae in 1880. she did not reach Victoria un¬ 
til almost a year later, and then It was in the dark ol 
midnight on a June evening that, all unseen, the 
long anticipated and famous ship first let go her 
anchors in Royal Roads. 

Next day she was towed over the Outer 
Wharf and then the crowds came to marvel at the

Tom Mountain 
was another whose teen years had seen him on his 
lather's fishing schooners on the east coast but who 
was later to serve for 25 years with Imperial oil 
tankers and it was Captain Thomas Mountain who 
spent 13 years at the end in administraiion in the 
Halifax office. 

Frank Frcdette. at sea in sealers before the 
19110s. later with deep sea vessels and now valued by 
the many who sail the boats designed by him. was 
another honored that morning. 

Not actually a seaman, but noted that day 
because of his own and his family's long connection 
with the ship chandlery on Wharf Street, was the 
kindly Emerson Smith, a manwho had also served 
as Master of the Thermopylae Club through it* 
licult years. 

And finally George Nicholson, for years in 
charter service on the west coast and a name 
known to tens ol thousands who have read his 
pereniallv popular Vancouver Island's West Coast. 
1762-1962. 


INTRODUCTIONS OVER, the great garland ol 
carnations — red. white and blue — was brought 
lorward by Sea Cadet Petty Officers W McLeod 
and K. Nicholson, their very correct bearing ’a 
tribute both to the occasion and their training 
Handed to Captain Gregory, senior club member, 
Hie garland was put in place and the chanties again 
rang out as the group moved across the street to the 
Empress Hotel where. Blanks to the thought of 
manager Len Parkinson, they were entertained in 
the lounge. Here they were later to meet Herman 
Itergink and thank him for his choice of chanties 

For some the morning was not to end before 
they had tested the potency of the Thermopylae 
Mainbracc. the coekthil created at the club s re¬ 
quest by a friendly bartender after it had been sug¬ 
gested Uiat tile name of the clipper Cutty Sark was 
much more widely known than that of the equally, 
or more, famous Thermopylae because of its as¬ 
sociation with a brand of whisky (it is also so much 
easier to say — or to spell!). 

However, agreeable as the cocktail was. a 
ill ink requiring a variety of ingredients proved not 
to have too long a life and It is likely Uiat few now 
possess the recipe distributed at that time. "Pity!" 

More influential probably in the more frequent 
connection of the name Cutty Sark with the tea clip¬ 
per Is the fact that while today the bones of the 
Thermopylae lie beneath die sea off Lisbon, the 
Cutty Satk, restored, may be seen in all her beauty 
and interest close by the National Maritime 
Museum at Greenwich.

IN HER SALOON does hang a lamp Irom Ule 
Thermopylae herself and so when the World 
Congress of Cape Horners holds its annual 
Congress, this year in London, their banquet. 1 have 
been told, to take place on the Cutty Sark, some ol 
the light shining down on these sailors that night 
will come from a lamp whose rays in their time 
lighted the visages of Thermopylae's masters, on 
from the imaginative, daring Kendall to finally, 
Victoria's own "Jack" Winchester. (That familiar 
"Jack" 1 heard used lor him years ago by live 100- 
ycar-old former sealer and pilot, Captain Harris 
who often shared a meal with "Jack Winchester 
»when Thermopylae was in port, i 

But, returning to the Centennial of 1968. two 
more events remain — the church service on Aug 
18 and the reception on the evening of Aug 19. 
precise date of the launching. 


ABOUT 40 MEMBERS and friends chose to at¬ 
tend the service, held at St. Dunstan s, Gordon 
Head. The rector, Archdeacon A. E. Hendy was a 
trusted fellow seaman who had spent two years in 
the Second World War at sea in Ute North Atlantic 
as chaplain on HMS Rodney. Lessons were read by 
the club's Master and by Shipmate Frank Hunter 
and hymns of course included Fierce Raged the 
Tempest and Eternal FaUier Strong to Save 

After the service a box lunch picnic at the home 
of a nearby shipmate allowed more informal talk 
with the breezy rector. 


AROUND A HUNDRED invitations to the 
reception courtesy of the Maritime Museum 
Society, in the library of the museum building, 
were sent out. Delivery of these in the midst of a 
postal strike stretched a little the manpower of the 
club, some of whom had already spent hours color¬ 
ing the red, white and blue flag that headed the 
cards. Color printing had, of course, been far 
beyond the bounds of that two dollar levy! 

The invitaUons went to so wide a variety ol 
organizations that one can give only a small 
sampling: for they went to the representative of the 
Crown, to governments, municipalities, services, 
port authorities, the communications media who 
were more than generous in their covering ol 
events, representatives of Indian and of Oriental 
communities, and many others. 

Special among the guests where descendents ol 
two Victoria men who had served on Thermopylae 
herself — Mrs. K Freisinger, granddaughter of 
Frank Webb, and Mrs. Lily Tonkinson. niece of the 
Harry Bilton, once a youUi on the Thermopylae, but 
by the time he retired from 22 years with the 
lighthouse tender Estevan and joined the sea-lovers 
club, it was as a dignified master mariner. 

A telegram of congratulation and good wishes 
Irom Eric Reford of Montreal, son of the Robert 
Iteford who managed Thermopylae's affairs in 
Victoria in the l89Us was read out by the Skipper

BUT UNDOUBTEDLY most interesting article 
in the issue for us today was that by George 
Nicholson which revealed that 1978 is not the first 
time that Captain Cook has returned to Vancouver 
Island! In 1928 George himself filled this role with 
Chief Joseph as Chief Maquinna and a number of 
other Indians in tbe cast. It is good to read of this 
cooperation between native and white performers, 
but perhaps this is easier when the pageant is held 
near home and the purpose the raising ol money to 
pay off the mortgage of a local hall and clubroom 
Accompanying the article was a photograph of the 
whole group 

Reception over and exhibition dismantled, only 
oine concept of the centennial remained to be com¬

Responsibility for this race was undertaken by 
the Royal Victoria Yacht Club following a meeting 
of Victoria and Lower Island yacht clubs, convened 
by the Thermopylae Club. „ 


WILL THE THERMOPYLAE CLUB survive to 
celebrate the bicentennial of the clipper's 
launching? A long question, but with an ever in¬ 
creasing membership, including more and more 
young, and boat-owning people the pessimistic 
iurcbodingx ol 20 years ago of the demise of the club 
following the passing of the last of the original 
group seem decidedly confounded and the good ship 
may ber safe for many a voyage yet 

Today, too, shortage of energy could well see a 
revival _ji(j the windpowered carrier. While the 
drawings' of these projected, scientifically- 
designed vessels may seem unattractive to eyes 
used to Ute free-flowing sails of clipper or schooner 
other times, other eyes, other tastes True func¬ 
tionalism carries its own beauty. 

All Uiat one can wish those of that hypoUtetk-al 
2068 AD celebration is that it should be as happy 
and enjoy such willing co-operation as thuse who. in 
1988. celebrated tbe first centennial of the tea clip¬ 
per Thermopylae. 
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Professor's Progress 


Counting the years, the 
journey from British Columbia's 
William Head Quarantine Sta¬ 
tion, out by Race Rooks, to the 
Chancellor’s Chair at the 
1 niveristy of Victoria was a long 
one for l)r. Robert T. Wallace, 
830 Richmond Avenue, Victoria. 

The journey has covered 66 years, and it has not 
ended yet. Elected Chancellor in 1972, Bob Wallace 
was reflected in 1979 to a further three-year-tenn. 

LOOKING BACKWARDS in time, Bob Wal¬ 
lace, the name be is best known by. and prefers to 
be called, feels the journey has been a most 
rewording one. flavored and firmed by friendliness, 
love and a complete sense of achievement. 

Hubert Thomas Wallace, was born on May 29, 
1906. at William Head Quarantine Station, Victoria, 
B.C. His father, John Wallace, came to Victoria 
direct from Ballymena, Northern Ireland, in 1891, 
when he was 21. 

John Wallace worked at various jobs for a year 
or two before starting at the Quarantine Station, in 
the position of steward. This meant that he was 
second-in-command to the resident doctor. He was 
at the station from 1896 until 1916. 

William Head was an isolated, backwoods spot 
in those days. A few small farms were slowly being 
hacked out from the forest and between the rocky 
outc rops. Hoads were rough trails, practically im¬ 
passable in wet weather. 

Bob Wallace's frontier forbears had roots deep¬ 
ly entrenched in the Metchosin-William Head dis 
tikt. in 1900. his mother was a third generation 
Victorian. His great-great-grandmother, through 
the Barker side of the family, was an extraor¬ 
dinary. indomitable Englishwoman. Mrs. Mary Ann 
Vine. 

Once a Kentish hop-picker, this lady arrived at 
old Fort ( ainosun in 1858. Edward Vine was her se¬ 
cond husband. 

Twenty-eight years old, tall, graceful, athletic, 
fair, and blue-eyed, she was also a most strong- 
willed person. She wa** the first woman to take up 
mid-wife and nursing duties in the Mctchosin- 
Wiiham Head Sookc area. Fearless,.she would set 
otf. alone, through the forest with only a long knife 
hidden in her petticoats for protection. 

The Indians gave hei* the name Mesaehie Tyee 
- Devil Spirit. 

Mary Ann Vine died in March. 1907, at age 82 
and was buried in the pastoral peace of the Lily 
Churchyard — St Mary the Virgin, in Metchosin. 
The parents ol Bob Wallace, John und Mary Wal¬ 
lace are also interred there. 

ONE OF THE ROCKY POINT‘settlers was 
named Parker. He had a lively daughter. She was 
bom at Rocky Point near where the Pearson Col¬ 
lege stands today. Her name was Mary. 

Soon after meeting Mary. 21-year-old John Wal¬ 
lace began courting her. It was a strenuous 
pleasure. Every time he went to visit her. he had to 
row across Rodder Bay. 

The courtship was successful. John Wallace 
and Mary Parker were married. Eventually, on 
May 29. 1906, the future Chancellor of UVic — 
Robert Thomas Wallace, was born. He still 
remembers the early Christmases when the whole 
lamily would row across Pedder Bay for Christmas 
dinner at his grandfather s home larm at Kocky 
Point. 

Determined that his children should have the 
beat schooling then available. John Wallace moved 
Ins family to Victoria in 1916. Their home was at 
2022 Richmond Avenue, opposite the present 
.Nurses Home by the Royal Jubilee Hospital. Bob 
was HI years old. 

There weren't many houses there, then, and 
only one or two small stores. Several ol our 
neighbors kept a cow, and everybody had 
chickens,'' recalled Bob. 

Bob Wallace attended first the George Jay 
School, then went on to Victoria High until 1924. He 
b4“came a whizz at mathematics. One year at the 
tlien Victoria College followed, alter which. Bob 
look a break from higher learning and went 
teaching. 

The Wallace family was a close-knit unit. There 
were loiir children, three boys, one girl. Bob s 
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sister, Mary < Mamie), now living in Toronto. i»the 
w idow of Reverend Bruce (ire)’, who was the assis¬ 
tant minister of First United Church in Victoria, 
when they met. His brother Jack, retired several 
years ago as principal of Oak Bay High School, 
while laiwrie Wallace rose to be deputy provincial 
secretary under W. A. C. Bennett and. lateral 
became, and still is, agent general for British 
Columbia, in London, England. 

This, then, is the family who, through their 
parents ambition, climbed high on Vancouver 
Island's scholastic luddfr. 

AS A VICTORIA HIGH student. Bob Wallace, 
considered himself very fortunate in 1923 when he 
was elected to the British Columbia Older Boys 
Parliament. He served for three years, 1928-24-25. 

The premier for the first two years was a young 
chap who is now the lieutenant-governor of B.C , 
the Honorable Walter Owen. So, I've known him 
sincp 192.1." 

Did you get much good out of the parliamen¬ 
tary sessions?" 1 asked. 

Oh! yes," he replied earnestly. They gave us 
a fine understanding of parliamentary procedure. 
And. we got to meet some very interesting people 
from the rest of the province." 

The scholastic year of 1925-26 found Hob Wal¬ 
lace attending Victoria Normal School. The next 
two years he taught elementary school in Kamloops 
district and up at Duncan on Vancouver inland. This 
enabled him to enter the University of British 
Columbia where, after two years study, he 
graduated with first class honors in mathematics, 
in May, 1932 

BOB WALLACE WAS ON HIS WAY to a long, 
great, and rewarding career as a UVic faculty 
member, specializing in mathematics and the 
humanities. The humanities side centred on Ins 
kindness and concern for the well-being of his slu- 
«k*nt classes, and the promotion of a positive out 
look In their lives. 

Bob feels that sports are an excellent outlet fof 
student energies, While playing a little baseball and 
Held hockey in his student days, his chief interest. 
<•« becoming a teacher, has been all the athletic ac¬ 
tivities of what used to be Victoria College, and is 
now the University of Victoria. "When UVic teams 
are playing, he said, I try to be there Not 
because 1 feel any compulsion, but I just enjoy 
watching these young people, many of whom I 
know. UVic is playing some very first-rate 
athletics, right now." 

Dr. Wallace remembers the early days of his 
boyhood when his relatives were doing logging in 
the llelgason country of Metchosin Mrs Henry 
llclgason was my father s sister," he recalled. 


The llelgason s owned Sherwood Farm, and 
planted the eye-catching row of Lombardy poplars 
which still gracefully flourish along the length of 
Lombard Drive, close by Willian^ Head. 

In summers, my brothers and I would go out 
with our father and gather bark and lengths of logs, 
hire a truck and haul them back to our Kichmond 
Avenue home. W'e had a six-foot cross cut saw in 
front of the house. That’s the way we Wallace’s got 
our winter's firewood." 

Bob Wallace got his first job during the second 
summer of his Vic. High schooldays. His grand¬ 
father put him to work out at this Rocky Point 
farm. I hoed turnips, thinned turnips, milked cows 
.uid did every thing a hired man was supposed to 
do. He laughed. Got $30 a month, too. Very 
generous, my grandfather, but I think 1 was over¬ 
paid. 

When Bob was growing up, Ty Cobb, of the 
Detroit Tigers, was the great baseball personality. 
So, for some reason. Bob became interested in 
baseball, and particularly, the Detroit Tigers For 
many years," he said "I followed the fortunes and 
activities, the ups and downs of the Tigers. With my 
liking for mathematics, I kept all the team’s 
averages and statistics right up-to-date. 

* My two brothers were Yankee fans, so, we 
had many a friendly, unresolved argument over the 
merits of the two teams." 

AFTER GRADUATING from University of 
British Columbia in 1932, Bob Wallace taught at 
\ ictoria High School for two years. Then, he joined 
Hr- staff of Victoria College which was at Craigdar- 
roch Castle. There were nine faculy membeis and 
something like 180 students. 

In 1946, when the young war veterans started 
coming back, the college grew quickly. Enrollment 
shot up to 600, and Craigdarroch Castle could no 
longer hold them. The college moved'to the Normal 
School Building at laindsdownc where Camosun 
College is now. 

Meanwhile, in 1935, Robert Wallace married a 
girl, Norah Lynn. Her father came from Bal- 
lyclare. a scant 15 miles from Ballymena, Ireland, 
where Bob’s father was born 

Norah Lynn just missed being a Canadian girl 
Her mother miscalculated and made a trip back 
Glasgow in 1912, where Norah was born. hwus a 
bit mad at^uy mother, laughed Norah Wallace, 
because, later in life. I had to take out Canadian 
citizenship papers before 1 could get a passport 
here." 

In 1940, Bob Wallace joined the 5lh Regiment, 
Coast Brigade, as a gunner on the coast defence 
guns, lie became a lieutenant in the Reserves. I 
had the opportunity to do a lot ol gunnery inslruc-

For three seasons the 
Roosevelt elk had bugled his 
chiilleivge from the mountain 
ramparts. Every ounce of 590 
pounds, agios with health and 
the heat of the rutting season, he 
dared every other male to dispute 
his claim to the territory 



When no reply echoed he tossed his great antlers 
in disdain and loped down to the meadows to where 
his 23 wives grazed.

Rainbow and cutthroat trout ami Dolly Varden 
eight 1 to 22 inches long inhabit the lake that on a 
calm day in summer reflects its wilderness format

SOUTHERN ACCESS to Strathcona is via a 12 
mile gravel road west of Courtenay, 29 miles south 
of Campbell River. Both towns are on Highway 19. 
east Vancouver Island. This route goes to Forbid¬ 
den Plateau's skiing that's in operation between 
December and March. 

The plateau gets its name from an Indian legend 
that says an entire village was once upon a lime 
ravaged by evil spirits when the braves were away 
making war. No Indian is willing to go there even 
now. 

This mid eastern portion of the park is grand for 
summer hikes and fair angling. Lakes such as 
McKenzie, Croteau, Kwai, Circlet and Moat have 
trout of perhaps a pound. Bools, strung legs and 
lots of stamina are the prerequisites where moun¬ 
tains like Albert Edward and George V are betw een 
6,000 and 7.000 feet high. Small trails that circuni- 
nav igatc the mountain sides stay soggy all year for 
want of sunshine. Other time? they are routes lor 
black bear and cougar. Dear, wolverine, wolf anti 
squirrel are also residents of the parklands. 

THE FORBIDDEN PLATEAU region has a 
plethora of Canada jays. The birds with their 
characteristic trust of man don't hesitate to share 
Ins meals. Grouse in the undergrowth wait until the 
last moment before taking off in a scurry of wings 

Every now and then the call of a raven pienVs 
the stillness and sometimes it’s possible to catch a 
glimpse of an eagle circling the snow-embossed 
mountains. Chickadees and bushtits talk to 
themselves in their upside-down-everyday in- 
vesiigations of the forest foliage. 

Various species of warblers make simple Utile 
tlines' in the open glades and occasionally, an owl 
lloafs past. It is then that Strathcona seems posses 
>ed of some strange haunting magjc^ 

High up among the crags and canyons, fir. 
spruce and pine are the principal tree species 
I ower. growth is mostly red cedar, balsam 
hemlock unu Douglas fir. 

Several varieties of heather, lupine, violets, 
monkey Hower. moss campion, phlox and Indian 
paintbrush embroider the lower slopes and glades, 
while in open areas hill flowers are numerous. 

Away in the background, piled into the mountain 
contour?, patches ol snow are pink. These drills can 
vary from one to more than 20 feet di*ep.' 

M such elevations the wind is usually cold, pat 
ocularly toward evening Daytime summer heat 
can be around 70 degrees Fahrenheit and then hover 
near freezing point that night. Mosquitoes and a few 
other kinds of bugs that survive the temperature 
changes tend to be a nuisance. Repellant is thus as 
necessary as sun glasses to cope with snow glare 

TOKEN development has meant outings can 
vary {font a few hours to weeks. One goes from the 
parking lot at Forbidden Plateau to the top of 
Mount Bee her. The two hour stint to the 4.5:{8-fnot 
summit ends with a view for miles. Another from 
the same Starling point takes about three hours to 
teach Mount Albert Edward and its panorama from 
•. 868 feet. 

Kwai take. about a 6 hour walk from the park¬ 
ing lot, is usually the base for overnight and longer 
hikes It's some two hours from Moat Lake and one 
•»l a lew other hikes including a trek to Golden 
llindc's 7.219-foot-high apex almost in the centre of 
the park, the highest point on Vancouver Island 
I his major project is usually tackled by crossing 
Buttle Lake by boat and then via Marble Meadows 
.aid Bur man Lake in the shadow ol 5,760-lugh Mount 
Hurnlunn. 

ANOTHER GOOD HIKE is front the southern 
tip of Buttle Lake and a trail along Price Creek, 
past (Team Lake, round 6.003-foot-high Mount Sep¬ 
timus and Love take to Della Falls near the 
southern border of the park. Tin? one way distance 
is in tlip neighborhood of 11 miles. Della Falls, with 
a three cascade drop of 1.466 feet, is the highest in 
Canada. The falls can alSo be reached from 
Highway 4 and Great Central Lake to the south ol 
the (Kirk. 

Near tin* southern west end of Buttle take, Myra 
Falls is a smallar edition of Della. Elsewhere 
throughout the park others are the result of 


cataracts and creeks that plunge down from the 
outcroppings. At the bottom of each waterfall 
large turquoise dragon flies hunt among the rain¬ 
bows. 

Bid IX‘n. Central Strathcona and Cuniox Glacier 
are three nature conservancy areas in the park. 
These unmarked and roadless tracts, for ex 
pononced outdoorsmen only, demand ropes, ice 
axes, climbing boots, crampons, pussies, primus 
stove and parties of not fewer than three persons 
Internal combustion motors are strictly taboo. 

CRAGS, CANYONS, GLACIERS, snowfields 
and hard-won foot travel all contribute to the chal¬ 


lenges ol Slratiieona Park. Some, like summer 
miow falls at high elevations, can be unpleasant. 
Likewise the hours when fogs and weather col¬ 
lapses mean the only alternative Is to stay pul and 
wait it out. 

Such happenstances, plus scouring winds and lei 
tain that is dangerous as well as being consistent!) 
tough! make the park a topic worthy of serious con¬ 
sideration. If it were otherwise then Strathcona 
would be just another ordinary place. 
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Stewart may become British Columbia's newest ghost totcn 
with the announced closing of the northern community's sole in- , 
dustry , the Granduc copper mine. \

According to ihe Granduc's 
owners. INcwmonl Mines Lid., the 
Granduc al Stewart. B.C.. has 
been operating al a loss for the 
past three years and will shut 
down June 30. 

It was 13 years ago that the Granduc mine was 
temporarily closed by tragedy 

IT WAS ON EEB. 18, 1965, that millions ol tons 
of shilling snows roared down upon the little copper 
mining camp of Granduc. smashing buildings and 
equipment - and entombing 40 men 

Situated on Ihe edge ol massive Leduc Glacier 
:t0 mdcs north of Stewart, Granduc was suddenly 
cut oil from the rest of the world. Only a single 
Irantic distress signal pierced die grey stillness 
Then, as .suddenly as they had begun, the 
Maydays ' were severed and static reigned the 
airwaves. 

Miner Clarence Moore, ol Dauphin. Man.. was 
nn his way lo the toolshed that morning when 


levelled like a field * — had cut him oil By salvag¬ 
ing batteries. Irom bulldozers bogged down in 12 
feet of snow, Kelly was able to resume his distress 
signal and to assure the outside world that We 
can hold out for tonight." 

As. 200 miles to the south. Lt.-Gol. W. H. V 
Matthews formulated evacuation plans in Prince 
George, a torrential downpour at Granduc ag-

gravalod, the threat of further snowslides and 
hindered rescue operations. In Ihe eerie glow of a 
gianl beacon lire, miners battled lo rescue their lei 
lows who were trapped. Because most tools had 
also been buried, they used lengths of chain, one 
man on each end, to saw their way through the 
snowpack and. in short order, hauled 20 men to 
salety. .Taken to the mine office, these were placed 
on the floor and treated by a doctor and first-aid at¬ 
tendant .

IN VANCOUVER, survivors were reunited 
with their families in an RCAF hanger alter being 
llow-n from Alaska by 1 chartered aircraft.

“I turned around.and saw the cookhouse com¬ 
ing right at me," recounted 21-year-old Alex Knoll 
who had been clearing snow irom the bunkhouse 
roof at the moment ol the slide. "1 yelled: Look 
out, a slide!' then it hit me and I was buried, it kit 
like I Cas being hit by wet blankets — boom boom 
l was buried Then 1 felt a boot in mv face 1 pushed

The boot belonged to his friend. Bill Rogers

EVEN LUCKIER was Jack Smyhe. a 30-year 
old Vancouver miner who was walking toward the 
cook «hack for an early breakfast He was midway 
between the bunkhouse and cook shack, he in¬ 
formed his wife by telephone, when the avalance 
j charged dow n upon the carfip. As it descended the 
mountainside, the snowslide forked, one prong 
rushing the cook house, the second the bunkhouse 

Six finds later, both were gone. Smylie stood 
untouched, in the clearing between. For him. the 
great Granduc slide was nothing less than a 
miracle. For. had he headed for breakfast a minute 
either way, he would liave been killed. 

Also caught in lh^ open was 40-year-oW fnno 
Nyrhnnon. I’nlikf Smylie. however, he was picked 
up by Uie slide and hurtled along lor 200 feet. Then 
the slide passed on. leaving him under seven feet of 
snow. Like, Moore, he was able to breathe and 
began to dig himself out. Soon he was able to claw 
his way to the surface, when his shouts brought fel¬ 
low workers to his resvue. 

George haduk was shovelling snow outside the 
mine entrance. "1 had dug quiet a hole and when I 
saw the slide coming 1 dived into this hole A big 
piece of plywood from a building fell over the hole 
It trapped me there but saved my life. 

The plywood created an air pocket Yet it was 
to be six long, harrowing hours before Kuduk > 
comrades, many of whom had walked over his 
tomb, found lam.

THE FORCE OF THE S1JDE was such that. 
.Mcoruing to one survivor, thick steel girders were 
bent like they were made of paper ' He had been

One of the two buildings left untouched by the 
avalanche was the mine office. 

Moments after the disaster. Pacific Western 
Airlines radioman lnnis Kelly began to broadcast a 
Mayday. But the collapse of the powerhouse — 
Almost all buildings,’* Kelly said after, “had been 
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Twenty others were unaccounted lor. 

By this lime a rescue operation was getting into 
gear. From Ketchikan, the Alaskan ferry Taku sped 
to Prince Hupert to load medical supplies and 
emergency personnel. That done, she was to 
proceed to Chickamin River, where she would 
serve as a floating hospital when the injured men 
were airlifted from (iranduc by helicopter. The 
Critically, injured would then be flown either to 
Ketchikan or Rupert 


AT STEWART, army engineers from Van¬ 
couver Island and southern mainland 
points were gathering. But. for the time being, 
there could be no outside help for Granduc. where 
20 inches of new snow had fallen in three days. The 
miners would have to make do until help could ar 
live. 

The day after the slide. Feb. 19. two bodies had 
been recovered and the number of missing had been 
raised to 25. 

The weather continued to deteriorate until a 
blizzard was raging. But. finally, the first squad ol 
a Canadian-Amcrican rescue team had been able to 
reach tlie scene, although flfl more Rescuers were 
stranded by the weather at Chickamin River 

Despite the blizzard, 113 survivors had been 
ferried by air and sea to hospital in Ketchikan The 
ferry Taku, operating under the direction of the 
US. Coast Guard, had covered 500 miles in two 
days as hospital ship for seven evacuees, including 
a 21-year-old miner who collapsed on her deck in 
shock. Then, as three men fought to hold him. he 
had relived his nightmare beneath the snow and had 
punched wildly to free himself. 


AT GRANDUC 25 exhausted searchers con 
tinued the round-the clock hunt for further sur¬ 
vivors beneath the snowy wastes. In spite of a se¬ 
cond blizzard they uncovered five more bodies. But 
the main contingent of rescuers were forced to wait 
out the weather at Ketchikan and Stewart. 

As dozens of families and friends around the 
province anxiously awaited news of loved ones 
those at the scene were beginning to give up hope of 
finding alive the 20 men still missing, although an

RADIO OPERATOR KELLY, who had betp at 
his makeshift radio for 16 hours, explained that, at 
first, he had not even been sure that his distress 
signals were getting out. as he was unable to 
receive. Nevertheless he liad remained at his sta¬ 
tion and. between calls, had helped to look tor the 
missing 

It was noiseless, nut a sound, he said of 
Hie killer slide It was like watching a huge white 
wave with bulldozers and cats and men rolling on 
top of the crest. When it was over Uje men were just 
gone. Just gone, that's all . . . 

“The night shift, 35 men. were sleeping. They 
were buried alive. We got some of them out 
they were crying and beating their heads against 
the timbers trying to get free when we found 
them. ” 

As a small army of soldiers and bulldozers 
pressed the search for survivors and bodies, one of 
tlie first to get in to Granduc described the difficult 
conditions encountered by rescuers. Said Roger 
Schmidt: “Thb amount of debris in there is beyond 
description. There are 40-foot lengths of pipe, con¬ 
duit. torn up by the slide, is lying in 200 : lootlong 
strips. When 1 first arrived there I Was working in 
powder snow up to my knees even with snowshoes 
on. The dog was buried up to his neck 

“You d see a boot sticking out ol the snow -. 
you had lo check to see whether there was a leg in 
it. You'd find a glove and have to check lot 
lingers. V 

The place was just one general mess — like a 
bomb pit 

Yet. for all of the snow, for all of thedifliculties 
lacing rescuers — and for all of the time that had* 
elapsed since the avalanche — there was one more 
survivor. Thirty-year-old Einer Myllyla, a 
carpenter, was pulled Irom beneath the snow after 
having been trapped for 72 hours. Uncovered by the 
blade of a bulldozer while clearing a helicoptci 
landing pad. he was suffering from severe frostbite. 
But he was alive. 


RUSHED TO KETCHIKAN. Myllyla was 
placed in a special oxygen pressure tank as doc 
tors fought to save his frozen limbs. The tank would

help to rebuild damaged tissues and restore body 
functions, lltimately, Myllyla made a lull 
recovery, although his fingertips hud to be am¬ 
pul aled. 

By this time, the weather had moderated, 
tiul milder weather increased the danger of further 
slides and. on February 24. all rescue personnel 
were evacuated from the camp, more snow having 
precipitated several smaller slide's. Then, a week 
alter the mountain thundered down upon Granduc, 
the search was abandoned tor the seven men yet un 
accounted for. Among those who lyid been 
evacuated was another casualty, KCMI* dog 
Prince. who had slashed his foot on metal debris 
while hunting for bodies. 


ACCORDING TO l.T.-COL. MATTHEWS, who 
had served during the Alberm tidal wave disaster 
ilie previous year, the Granduc rescue operation 
was a niglimarc of frustration. During the first, 
crucial hours, he said, helicopters had been 
prevented from landing at the site by fog and snow. 
The weather had also crippled flying operations 
sporadically in the days following, as well as shut 
down vital radio coinmuniealions. During the hours 
immediately following the slide, when they were 
most needed at Grunduc, two-thirds of the rescue 
contingent bad been stranded in Stewart.

Odyssey of an Artist 


On Sept. 1 of last year 
a bearded and deeply 
tanned young man 
beached his kayak on 
the shore of Malcolm 
Island. It was the end of 
an 800-mile pilgrimage, 
from Alaska to the 
waters of British Colum¬ 
bia. The young man was 
Stewart Marshall, now 
living at Bright Farm on 
St. Mary’s l.ake. Salt 
Spring Island.

Marshall, a line water color artist, 
began painting at the age ol 12, in 
Montreal, where he was, born lie at¬ 
tended the Sir Cioorge Williams 
School of Art. winning the James Me- 
Corkindale scholarship for three 
years in succession, and this paid for 
his tuition at the school. 

AT THE END ol his third year lie 
was snapped up by a large advertising 
art studio and he worked with them 
lor a year when he became a 
freelance graphics designer lie 
worked lor various eomputnes lor tlie 
nest three years and developed a 
name hi the profession in Nfmlreal 

lie then became rktlici disil¬ 
lusioned and lie was dissatisfied with 
the triviality ot.th# work, lie 
hungered lor a deeper meaning both 
hi liMitself and in Ills, woik anil so 
began his journeying*. He went to 
Mexico and to South America where 
he travelled the country in a 

Sundae . Marc h 2tt, 1978 
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Volkswagen beetle In l8#6-f>7 he went 
from Maracaibo through Venezuela, 
Colombia. Ecuador, to northern Peru 
where he was turned bac k owing to. 
lack of necessary papers and a shor¬

lie painted during the trip, 
developing his art. breaking away 
from commercialism He dlse-overed 


strongly. His paintings were surreal 
and abstract lor the most part and he 
endeavored to express the inter¬ 
relationships of nature with his life. 

HE MADE A KRIEND in 
Montreal, a Hungarian rc-fugce, a 
designer and contractor, and together 
they designed and built four small 
boutiques, situated throughout

This, coupled with a night spent in 
jail for attempting to remove some 
portholes from an abandoned ship, 
decided Stewart, at the end of the 
year, to leave Montreal, and so he 
came to Vancouver, B.C., where he 
worked as a display fabricator for a 
large department store and he taught, 
also, at the Vancouver School of Art 
In Vancouver he designed and built 
two playground* using innovative 
structures of wood and fiberglass 
pipe, much to the children's delight. 
The first was in Wextend com 
munity centre and the second a small 
IN'ivatc one in east Vancouver. 

HIS NEXT ENTERPRISE was to 
set out in a 36-foot ketch, the Njord 
fbr the (lull Islands, accompanied by 
a friend. On weekends they chartered 
it and during the week Stewart 
painted, on the Beaches, at anchor, 
and in the woodlands. 

During this period he also built a 
house at Tofino, a "driftwood palace 
he calls It. and in this fie lived, a 
retreat and a painter's paradise. 

The week he arrived on the beach 
al Tofino there was a terrific storm 
and ho found a bundle of lour-by-fours 
which he gratefully used, His only in¬ 
vestment was some heavy plastic 
winch lie used for Hie root ami walls 
and he covered the roof, finally. with 
fishnet 11c constructed a stove from 
a piece ol an old John Deere tractor 
There Ik* speiH a summer and a 
winter during which time lie mi 
derwent some experiences which led 
to hi* Interest in eastern religions ami 
culture*. 

In I WTO he purchased a 10-specd 
bicycle and set out on a 3.000 mile trip 
llinmgh the Rockies, financing Ins 
trip by selling paintings along the

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ment and meagre camping supplies in 
saddlebags. 

THE NEXT YEAR he Journeyed 
to India*and spent a winter travelling 
about the country, staying lor a 
month in .Nepal and almost, he 
remarks smilingly, he didn't come 
back In Delhi a seer had told him that 
ho would soon go home, but he told 
him, also, that he would return to In¬ 
dia one day. Satisfied with this he 
came back to the west coast and 
hereafter his life changed. 

He built a 17-foot kayak out of 
cedar strips and in it he went to 
Malcolm Island and through Knight 
Inlet, carrying his painting supplies 
and camping gear, through sunshine 
and heavy weather, painting and ex¬ 
ploring. He lived, for the most pai l, 
off the country, gathering shellfish, 
seaweed, edible plants and the fish he 
caught. 

Three summers ago he received a 
Canada Council grant for painting and 
silk screening and since that time his 
life has been spent in explormg the 
beauties of the Rockies, the Yukon, 
and learning the everchanging waters 
of the coast, by sail and peddle, in his 
. kayak. ' 

LAST WINTER, in Sointula. lie 
designed and built a second kayak, 21 
fro! long, of cedar. He built it for 
speed and durability as he intended to 
travel from northern Alaska to Van¬ 
couver Island. 

He set out on May 1,1977, together 
with six other kayaks, carrying a 
group ot young people like himself. 
Their kayaks were Baidarkas of Hus 
sian design. 28 feet long They loaded 
their kayaks aboard a fish packer 
bound for Alaska and they were 
landed on the west coast of 
Chichagoff Island, a large un¬ 
inhabited island near Glacier Bay. 
and the largest of the Alexander 
Archipelago. The air was still icy and 
the mountains snow-covered, and 
here Stewart separated from the 
group to continue with his painting

several lung moments when the bear 
sauntered oft, but Stewart could hear 
him champing his teeth, which is 
what grizzlies do when angry. 

The bear was closer t<\, the kayak 
than Stewart was and he had no wish 
to htrome the bear's breakfast. He 
grabbed a huge alder log and smashed 
it down across another log and 
evidently this was noise enough to 
send the bear olf. 

He had another encouter, this time 
with a wolf, in the same region, but 
tills ended amicably. 

Stewarl travelled through Glacier 
Bay National Monument. 300 miles by 
sea. camping on shore in his small 
tent, living oil the land and sea, 
catching halibut, cod and salmon 
ci^okcd over his camp fires, eating 
seaweed and beach greens, which* he 
enjoys. 

ITli:II I WERE ROUGH st as and 

bitter winds, he had his diary and one 
book, the poems of Robert Service, 
lie loved the land, and the sunsets 
which lasted all day long. He could 
paint all night if he wished to and dur¬ 
ing this time he did more than 300 
sketches. He donated three paintings 
to the park and these are framed and 
hang in their offices. 

fn July he began Hr* homeward 
journey. 800 miles to Vancouver 
Island. He stopped in Juneau where 
he had a wonderful reception and sold 
a number ol paintings. He continued 
south, travelling through the inland 
waterways, always painting. From 
tlteii on he never stopped at towns but 
lived off the land 

Ollen he would be forced by the 
weather to stop for a day or two but 
on a good day he paddled and sailed 
about 40 miles. He took many 
photographs which he will use in his 
presentation for a further grant in 
order that he may continue with his 
painting and silk screen work. 

THE PASSAGE through Dixon's 
entrance was a rough one with 20-foot 
swells in 25 miles of open sea but the 
kavak rode like a gull. Once, in Gran¬ 
ville Channel.a wind tunnel, he calls 
it, he nearly lost his kayak and 


bimself in heavy gales. After tins Ik* 
rested for several days. 

On Aug 5 he arrived in Prince 
Rupert where he hoped to get mail 
which wasn't there. After only a two- 
hour stop he took to the sea again, 
continuing south through the inland 
passages, arriving in Sointula Sept 1. 

Stewart has had many encounters 
with whales. Many times around 
Alert Bay he met killer whales so 
close to his kayak that he could have 
reached out and touched them. He got 
to know Paul Spong who is now 
heading the Greenpeace expedition in 
the South Pacific. Spong had a whale 
research station on Hanson Island 
Each day the whales would arrive and 
Stewart could hear them on the 
hydrophone coming from miles away 
and he would meet them and journey 
with them for miles, completely ac¬ 
cepted by them. 

Only on one occasion did he have 
a dangerous brush with three hunting 
whales. These creatures, he believes, 
are definitely telepathic people. 


COMING FROM ALASKA, travel¬ 
ling by night in a rainstorm, he saw a 
large grey whale and three hump¬ 
backs. They surfaced 15 feet off his 
beam and he was able to take several 
pictures of them. The grey jumped 
with his entire 25 feet of body com¬ 
pletely out of the water, arched over 
the stem of the kayak and lading with 
a tremendous splash. Stewart knew 
he was only playing so was not. he 
says, at all nervous, and he knew that 
there was communication between 
them. 

One moonlit night in Johnstone 
Strait he was called ' through the 
hydrophone to go out and nK*et the 
whales. He paddled out a mile to the 
point where the tide was running and 
here he met a pod of three orcas, a 
pair and a young female. The male 
confronted him from a distance of 20 
feet as Stewart was drifting with the 
tide. The orca waited in a back eddy, 
and for about 30 seconds, Stewart 
says, they were in communication. 
Satisfied with his peaceful intentions 
and feeling no barrier, the whale 
turned and they all went together on 


THERE IS NO DOUBT i u 
Stewart's mind that he could have 
gone with them further. They waited 
to see if lie was coming, when they 
silently agreed to part they im¬ 
mediately went on their wav 

Stewart Marshall recently held a 
successful exhibition ot his paintings 
at Kenton Galleries on Salt Spring 
Island. He showed 50 watercolors. 
mostly seascapes, beautiful in detail, 
some slightly Japanese in llavor. and 
abstractly presented landscapes in 
silkscreen. 

He plans to continue travelling the 
roast, painting detailed funtasv 
watercolors and continuing in the 
winters with his silkscreening and 
graphics.

THE SINGING of hymns on Easter Sunday on 
Mount Tolmie was backed by a large church band 
and the mountain provided a beautiful panoramic 
view in the early morning as Hie green, lush 
farmlands were skirted by Victoria s commercial 
district and the 10-storey Hank of Toronto building 
dwarfed the Bay. Spencer's, the Campbell building, 
the Empress Hotel, legislative buildings and tlie 
brewery, which at that time sounded a loud whistle 
over Victoria at 9 p m. daily. Craigdarroch Castle 
stood alone in its splendor above the various church 
steeples. 


THERE WERE serious notes to the sunrise 
services and I remember trying to contain giggles 
while a group of us watched an early-rising, church- 
going dog who had discovered a comfort station in 
the form of a short stump. Unfortunately, tlie pious 
man with the closed eyes, bowed liead and clasped 
hands had also utilized the same .slump as a resting 
place for his Easter hat. 


The majority of the congregation attending the 
Easter Sunrise service arrived via the No. 10 
streetcar and had clamored by loot up the rough 
road to the mountain top, some carrying picnic 
baskets. 

As Bister Sunday was dress up time, white 
flannels, saddle oxfords and flowery kits were in 
evidence. Eox furs were considered the chic status 
symbol in the 1930s and were balanced on the 
shoulders of stylish matrons, often in pairs with tin* 
fieads of tlie animals clasped together over their 
bosoms and the large tails hanging down tlieir 
backs. 

Sunday. kftrth 26, 197* 
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THE STREETCAR conductors were also well 
dressed in dark uniforms and peaked hats The car 
seats, covered with woven straw and set in iron 
frames, were firm and hard. Some oi the windows 
were covered in heavy grill mesh and Iho advertis¬ 
ing of Rennie and Taylor bread. Shelly’s bakery. 
Old Dutch cleanser, etc., was less interesting 
literature than tlie little bulletins oblainablcon the 
streetcars, free — with stories and jokes. 

The Mount Tolmie streetcar arrived from the 
Humsidc area ami passed the beautiful hountain 
Circle at tlie Hillside intersection. This circle ac¬ 
tually did have a fountain, set in granite to water 
horses and was a profusion of bedding plants at 
Easter. 


THE No. It STREETCAR travelled down 
Douglas Street, passing many now extinct stores 
such as Hill’s l>rug Store; Finlay’s Shoe Repair. 
Barber's Toy Shop. Pitkethley's Bakery the 
National Bakery, where tlie windows exposed the 
bread baking; Lillies Candy store, with the win¬ 
dows full of Easter eggs and home nude candy and 
the lee cream section with the tall iron ice cream 
chairs: Batchelors Cash and Carry, which was one 
ol tin* first grocery stores without delivery; and 
then to Yates Street intersection, duly guarded with 
a policeman in his bobby helmet. 

Little and Taylor, Malleks. the Bon Ton 
Itakcry. Hawkin s and Heywood. Sninlly .Bakery 
Spencers. Fletcher s Music Store ami Terry’s were 
in the next blocks before the car turned at Fort, 
passing all the green grocers, furniture stores and 
antique shops, and reached Boy’s Central and GU I’s 
Central schools. 


AT THIS TIME the sexes in these schools were 
segregated and as a matter ol i nt e r es t , uwuuxl 
women were not allowed to hold positions as school 
teachers. 

The girls did invade Boy's Central school loi 
gym classes and these were conducted by tall, 
erect, moustached Major Ian St. Clair. This amaz- 
ing gentleman was both blind and deaf and his only 
communication was by sign language spelled on his 
hand. Major St. Clair wore khaki shorts, Argylc 


Micks and very highly polished English brofccic> m 
w inter and summer and visited the public schools in 
V ictoria, advocating whole wheal bread. 

He would have the classes go to the 
playgrounds for drill and with a very Scotch accent 
lecture tlie boys on having clean, shiny shoes 

From this point tlie No. 10 streetcar would 
prepare to enter the* narrow Dardcncllcs, with tlie 
single car track, and wait lor the oncoming car to 
pass a stick, called a stall, before entering the 
accident-prone passage, and then continue to rich 
mond Avenue as the clanking car droned the singing 
ol tlie crickets in Uie damp fields. 

Alter passing the Normal School, an unusual 
name for a teachers’ training sc hool, at I^msdownc 
Hoad, the passengers would disembark at the sand¬ 
pit and still have five streetcar tickets remaining, 
on their sheet which was purchased at six tickets 
for 23 c ents. 


AFTER TIIE EASTER SUNDAY service it 
was lily picking time, as the mountain was literally 
w.is a carpet of wild lilies, peacocks, wild cherry, 
hullcrcups. chocolate lillies and and gorgeous wild 
flowers ol many varieties. The rentes and grass and 
trees were alive with meadowlarks and Hocks of 
singing birds. 

Alter a morning of worship, flower-picking and 
possibly a picnic lunch, tin* returning streetcars 
would be heavy with the aroma ol wild flowers, as 
everyone picked as muny us their hands could pos 
sibly hold. 


THE POTTED LILLIES and hydrangeas now 
purchased at Easter w ill never replac e I lie 
be autiful wild flowers Hud we look lor granted It is 
unfortunate llial the children ol this generation do 
not know tlie wonderful freedom ol running over 
rocks and between oaks on beautiful Mount Tolmie 
witlhiut the thought ot trespassing. 

Possibly the experience of living during the 
Depression years lias taught us that money cannot 
buy the beauty that is God given and manifested 
faithfully by the now shy, wild lillies that still send 
forth their glorious IIovUts in their quiet hiding 
spots every Easter.
